I.    ADMINISTRATIVE  SECTION

The  Year  in  Review 

The  year  1956-57  shows  steady  progress  for  the  churches  of 
North  Carolina.  Giving  to  Unified  Promotion  continues  to  gain.  A 
total  of  $81,892.80  was  given,  gain  of  $5,684  over  the  previous  year 
or  7.4/10%. 

The  project  for  the  Program  of  Advance  this  year  was  Gastonia, 
where  a  site  including  4  lots  and  residence  was  purchased  from 
Advance  Funds  for  $13,900.  A  balance  of  $3,500  is  yet  to  be  paid 
on  this  project.  Lewis  F.  Filewood  is  the  new  pastor.  $100  per  month 
on  his  salary  will  be  paid  from  Advance  Funds  the  first  year.  Reports 
from  this  new  church  are  most  encouraging.  A  new  project  for  the 
Program  of  Advance  will  be  announced  in  the  very  near  future. 

The  churches  of  North  Carolina  continue  to  make  steady  pro- 
gress in  their  building  equipment  and  new  structures. 

During  the  past  year,  new  sanctuaries  were  built  at  Black 
Mountain,  Carr  Memorial  and  Dudley. 

New  educational  buildings  were  erected  at  Stoneville  and 
Stokesdale. 

Our  church  at  Burlington  purchased  a  new  property.  The 
church  at  Jamesville  has  erected  a  new  parsonage. 

As  the  year  closes,  the  following  churches  have  buildings 
which  are  nearing  completion  or  are  under  construction  and  will 
be  ready  for  use  this  coming  year:  Durham,  Rocky  Mount,  Winston- 
Salem,  First,  Fayetteville,  Wayside,  Lincolnton  and  Walstonburg. 

Thus  with  better  equipment  our  churches  will  be  challenged 
to  put  on  a  better  and  more  effective  spiritual  program  for  their 
people. 

The  work  of  our  youth,  men  and  women  are  all  in  a  healthy 
condition  and  showing  progress. 

The  biggest  problem  that  faces  us  continues  to  be  the  shortage 
of  ministers.  We  are  happy  to  learn  of  an  increased  enrollment  at 
Atlanciic  Christian  College  this  year,  but  this  must  not  only  con- 
tinue but  increase  if  we  are  to  meet  the  needs  that  face  us  now  and 
in  the  future. 

As  the  year  closed,  we  received  the  resignations  of  Mr.  Frank 
Wibiral,  CMF-Rural  Church  Director  and  that  of  George  Downey  as 
Christian  Education  Director.  It  is  with  deep  regret  that  we  lose 
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ihe  services  of  ihese  two  fine  men,  however,  we  are  happy  lhal  as 
we  come  lo  Convention  lime,  we  can  introduce  a  successor  to  George 
Downey,  who  will  assume  the  responsibility  of  Director  of  Christian 
Education. 

Report  of  Mission  Churches 

FAYETTEVILLE— The  Fayetteville  Church  continues  to  grow 
under  the  fine  leadership  of  Henry  F.  Speight,  Jr.  Reports  77  addi- 
tions this  year  and  now  has  a  membership  of  180.  Recently  a  new 
building  costing  approximately  $90,000.00  has  been  dedicated. 

SMITHFIELD — Smithfield  Church  has  made  good  progress  this 
last  year  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Ivan  Adams.  A  new  parsonage 
has  been  purchased  and  their  educational  facilities  have  been  ex- 
panded. There  were  11  additions  this  past  year.  The  resident  mem- 
bership is  now  71. 

JACKSONVILLE— The  Jacksonville  Church  has  had  a  splendid 
year  under  the  fine  leadership  of  David  Alexander.  There  was  a 
total  of  56  additions  which  brings  the  membership  now  to  123.  Addi- 
tional property  has  been  purchased  allowing  for  expansion.  The 
Jacksonville  Church  voluntarily  became  self-supporting  this  year. 
Congratulations  to  this  fine  rapidly  growing  church. 

MOREHEAD  CITY— The  Church  at  Morehead  City  continues 
to  make  slow,  but  steady  progress  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  J.  W.  Funk.  There  were  3  additions  during  the  year.  Resident 
membership  is  now  72. 

HIGH  POINT  (Central) — This  church  has  made  splendid  pro- 
gress for  the  past  year  under  the  leadership  of  the  Stamey  Teacheys. 
There  were  24  additions  bringing  the  resident  membership 
to  108.  The  church  is  now  attempting  to  purchase  additional  proper- 
ty for  building  purposes.  A  building  fund  has  been  established  and 
is  rapidly  growing. 

BURLINGTON  (Front  St.)— The  Front  St.  Christian  Church  at 
Burlington  has  come  to  life  in  a  wonderful  way  during  ihe  past  year. 
There  were  18  additions  bringing  the  resident  membership  to  80. 
During  the  year  the  church  purchased  another  property  and  have 
moved  to  a  new  location.  The  future  is  very  promising  for  the  work 
at  Burlington  under  the  fine  leadership  of  David  Rogers. 

SUNSET  HILLS  RALEIGH— This  new  church  in  its  first  year 
has  shown  amazing  growth.  58  members  were  received  making  a 
total  membership  now  of  103.  Some  $25,000  has  been  raised  on  a 
new  building  site  clearing  it  from  indebtedness.  Plans  are  underway 
for  the  construction  of  a  new  building  during  the  coming  year. 
Frank  Leggeit,  Jr.  is  the  fine  pastor  of  this  new  church. 

GASTONIA — The  Gastonia  church  in  its  first  year  now  has  a 
new  home  purchased  from  the  Advance  Funds  and  has  secured 
Lewis  F.  Filewood  as  its  first  pastor.  With  new  leadership  and  a  new 
location  for  its  own  home,  the  coming  year  should  bring  encourag- 
ing and  glowing  reports  from  this  new  congregation. 
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WAYSIDE,  LINCOLNTON— This  congregation  under  the  fine 
leadership  of  Mr.  E.  B.  Quick  of  Charlotte  reports  two  additions  by 
baptism  making  their  resident  membership  74.  Funds  have  been 
raised  and  an  addition  is  now  under  construction.  Mr.  Quick  and 
the  Wayside  people  are  to  be  complimented  upon  their  vision  and 
zeal  that  has  led  them  into  this  fine  growth. 

NQRTHWEST  (Kinston)— While  this  new  church  does  not 
receive  missionary  help,  yet  it  is  one  of  our  newest  to  be  organized 
in  the  state.  They  now  have  150  resident  members  at  the  end  of 
their  first  year.'  William  O.  Haney  of  Chicago  has  been  called  as 
their  first  pasioT.  Plans  are  underway  to  secure  a  site  and  to  start 
construction  on  a  new  building.  This  second  church  in  Kinston 
has  a  most  promising  future. 

The  Secretary's  Work 

Ross  J.  Allen,  Executive  Secretary,  reports  the  following  ac- 
tivities for  the  period  July  1,  1956  to  June  30,  1957:  Days  in  the 
office  164,  days  in  the  field  149,  churches  visited  140,  sermons  de- 
livered 46,  addresses  18.  A  total  of  25,556  miles  were  traveled. 
4,381  personal  letters  written,  69,300  copies  of  the  North  Carolina 
Christian  were  published  and  mailed.  443  office  and  field  confer- 
ences were  held.  7  ministers  were  installed,  3  ministers  were  or- 
dained, assisted  in  7  building  dedications.  Led  in  the  organization 
of  two  new  churches.  Taught  in  one  Youth  Conference.  Attended 
38  state  meetings  and  10  national  meetings.  Assisted  in  locating  15 
ministers. 

Camp  Caroline 

Camp  Caroline  continued  to  be  used  extensively  during  the 
summer  months  with  the  youth  Camp  and  Conference  program, 
Family  Camp  and  also  the  Men's  Retreat  and  a  meeting  of  the 
ministers.  In  addition  to  this  the  camp  was  rented  to  the  Methodist 
Church  for  three  weeks  of  youth  work. 

A  total  of  $2,832.49  was  spent  for  the  maintenance  and  operation 
of  the  camp  during  the  year.  The  note  due  to  Atlantic  Christian 
College  for  improvements  made  in  1954-55  was  reduced  a  total 
of  $1,466.52.  There  is  now  an  outstanding  balance  of  some  $2,700 
on  this  note. 

Mr.  Zeph  Deshields  has  continued  to  serve  as  Camp  Manager 
and  pastor  of  the  Amity  and  New  Hope  Churches. 

Negro  Disciples 

Negro  Disciples  in  North  Carolina  comprise  some  15,000  mem- 
bers in  150  churches.  The  Coastal  area  work  is  centered  at  the 
Goldsboro  Institute  under  the  direction  of  C.  L.  Parks.  A  splendid 
auditorium  and  educational  building  has  been  provided  there 
which  serves  as  the  center  for  Institutes,  Youth  Conferences  and 
other  gatherings  of  the  Negro  Disciples.  The  State  Society  supports 
this  work  with  an  annual  appropriation. 
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In  ihe  wesiQrn  section  of  the  siate,  Ihe  Siate  Society  joins 
with  three  neighboring  states  and  tlie  United  Cr.ristian  Missionary 
Society  in  support  of.  an  evangelist  for  the  'Tri  'Siate  Piedmont  Con- 
vention. ■  ■ 

On  a  number  of  occasions- the  State  Staff  has  assisted  in  coun- 
seling and  with  materials  and  guidance  for  our  Negro  pastors  and 
laymen. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

George  E.  Downey,  Director 

The  Department  of  Christian  Education  seeks  to  help  the  local 
church  do  the  best  possible  job  of  educating  its  members  in  the 
Christian  way  of  life.  It  plans  leadership  training  institutes,  fellow- 
ship programs  and  enriching  retreats  which  church  leaders  are 
urged  to  attend.  Through  its  director  and  the  Christian  Education 
Committee  of  the  State  Board,  it  supervises  and  coordinates  a  pro- 
gram designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  every  church.  Areas  of  concern 
include  Children's  Work,  Youth  Work,  Student  Work,  Aduh  Work 
and  Leadership  Education.  • 

The  director  made  numerous  field  visits  during  the  past  year,, 
counseling  with  local  churches,  their  Education  Committees  and 
their  Church  School  Workers.  Much  of  his  effori  v\^eni  into  planning 
and  executing  several  statewide  events.  Of  major  importance  are 
the  summer  camps  and  conferences  for  Chi  Rho's  and  the  Christian 
Youth  Fellowship.  The  summary  of  all  camps  and  conferences  are 
as  follows:

Gentlemen: 

As  requested  we  have  examined  the  financial  records  of  the  North  Carolina 
Christian  Missionary  Society  for  the  hscal  year  ending  June  30,  1957,  and  submit 
herewith  the  following  financial  statements  and  schedules:

B — Statement  of  Cash  Receipts  and  Disbursem.ents 
Schedule 

1 — Receipts  from  Churches,  Districts  and  Unions 
It  is  noted  from  Exhibit  A  that  at  June  30,   1957,  current  operating  liabilities 
amounted  to  $6,944.81,  representing  an  increase  of  $745.18  over  similar  liabihties 
at  the  end  of  the  prior  year.  Such  increase  in  liabilities  must  receive  consideration 
in  the  interpretation  of  operations  for  the  current  year. 

In  connection  with  our  examination  we  examined  the  shares  of  the  Wilson 
Home  and  Loan  Association  and  reconciled  cash  on  deposit  with  the  balances 
reflected  in  the  respective  bank  statements.  All  recorded  receipts  were  traced 
to  bank  deposits  and  all  disbursements  from  the  Treasurer's  account  were  made 
by  check  under  disbursement  requisitions  approved  by  the  Executive  Secretary  or 
as  otherwise  authorized.  We  have  also  inspected  the  bank  statements  of  the 
Christian  Education  Contingency  Fund  and  have  combined  the  disbursements  from 
that  account  in  Exhibit  B  with  disbursements  from  the  Treasurer's  account. 

In  our  opinion  the  accompanying  financial  statements  fairly  present  the  financial 
position  of  the  Society  at  June  30,  1957,  and  together  with  the  above  comments, 
properly  reflect  the  results  of  operations  for  the  year  then  ended.

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NATIONAL  BENEVOLENT  ASSOCIATION 
ANNUAL  REPORT  TO  THE  CHURCHES  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA 

The  Naiional  Benevoleni  Association,  which  was  chariered  in 
March  1887,  is  ihe  adminisiralive  body  for  seven  Homes  for  Children 
and  nine  Homes  for  ihe  Aged.  Il  holds  title  to  property  as  trustees 
for  the  Homes,  looks  after  legal  mailers,  receives  annuities  and 
bequests  for  the  work,  and  does  major  promotion.  Two  of  the  Homes 
are  in  the  Southeast  Area,  The  Southern  Christian  Home  for  Children 
in  Atlanta,  and  The  Florida  Christian  Home  for  the  Aged  in  Jack- 
sonville. 

The  National  Benevolent  Association,  and  especially  the  two 
Homes  in  the  Southeast  Area,  are  very  grateful  for  the  financial 
support,  as  well  as  the  prayers  and  goodwill,  received  from  the 
churches  in  the  state  of  North  Carolina  during  the  past  year.  The 
Homes  have  no  other  support  except  the  churches  and  individuals, 
and  ere  limited  to  ihe  offerings  sent  to  them,  or  designated  for  them. 

During  the  year  which  closed  June  30,  1956,  the  churches  of 
the  state  of  North  Carolina  contribuied  $18,321.30,  an  increase  of 
$1848.41  over  the  previous  year,  which  came  from  106  churches. 
The  percentage  increase  represented  11.2%  over  the  previous  year. 
N.  B.  A.  support  nationally  increased  8.96%  for  the  year,  while  that 
of  National  Unified  Promotion  showed  an  increase  of  9.18%.  In  the 
Brotherhood  Long  Range  Program  since  1950,  National  Unified 
Promotion  has  increased  97.31%,  while  the  N.  B.  A.  support  nation- 
ally has  increased  53.84%. 

For  ihe  year,  North  Carolina  had  30  Victory  Churches  (giving 
an  averege  of  $1.00  per  member);  20  Honor  Churches,  8  giving 
$300.00  or  more,  10  giving  $500.00  or  more,  and  2  giving  $1000.00 
or  more. 

During  the  year  our  Homes  have  grown  in  number  of  guests, 
end  in  consequent  expenses.  As  ihis  report  is  prepared,  there  are 
57  Children  in  the  Southern  Christian  Home  and  91  aging  Guests 
in  The  Florida  Christian  Home,  the  largest  number  we  have  ever 
had  in  each  Home.  With  increased  support  we  can  give  better  care 
and  service  to  YOUR  OTHER  FAMILY  of  Aged,  and  increased 
privileges  of  Chrisiien  growth  and  development  to  the  Children 
of  YOUR  OTHER  FAMILY,  but  wif.h  decreased  support  we  must 
deny  them  to  thai  extent.  Since  only  60%  of  our  support  comes 
through  ihe  Christmas  offerings,  we  urge  churches  and  organiza- 
tions to  place  a  generous  amount  in  their  budgets  for  the  Work 
of  Benevolence. 

Since  the  Brotherhood  has  designated  the  Year  1957-58  in  the 
Long  Range  Program,  as  the  Year  of  Missionary  Education  and 
Benevolence  Emphasis,  we  urge  every  church  to  join  in  the  Brother- 
hood Emphasis  and  avail  themselves  of  the  wealth  of  resource  ma- 
terials which  have  been  prepared  for  the  observance.  These  ma- 
terials may  be  secured  from  the  National  Office,  the  two  Homes  and 
the  Area  Representative.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


(Jtlantic  OLu^tian  (3clleqe 

Enrollmeni  records  have  become  commonplace  in  the  current 
history  of  high©:  education  in  North  Carolina.  It  is  significant,  how- 
ever, that  Atlantic  Christian  College  has  continued  to  set  records 
that  rank  near  the  top  in  the  growth  of  educational  institutions  in 
the  state.  The  year  that  closed  with  the  completion  of  the  summer 
session  on  August  23,  1957,  was  written  into  the  record  as  the  big- 
gest in  the  55-year  history  of  the  institution.  Enrollment  was  up  17 
percent  with  852  students  enrolled  at  the  college  a  year  ago  last 
September.  But  it  seems  that  this  was  just  the  beginning.  Records 
are  continuing  and  it  now  appears  that  the  college,  in  its  current 
session,  will  record  the  most  successful  year  of  its  operation  since 
its  founding  in  1902. 

ENROLLMENT:  A  record  of  967  students  were  enrolled  for  the 
Fall  Semester  which  opened  on  September  6,  1957.  This  total  repre- 
sents a  14  percent  increase  over  the  previous  year.  This  enrollment 
was  reached  even  though  the  college  was  forced  to  control  growth 
at  every  possible  point.  A  ratio  between  faculty  and  students  has 
to  be  maintained.  Housing  poses  problems  that  cannot  be  solved 
overnight.  Possibly  the  most  far-reaching  result  of  the  growing  en- 
rollment at  the  college,  however,  is  that  this  Fall  82  young  men 
and  women  are  engaged  in  preparation  for  full  time  service  to  the 
Church.  This,  in  itself,  is  a  record  and  this  increase  can  be  contri- 
buted to  the  success  of  the  Christian  Vocations  Conference  held  on 
the  campus  this  past  year.  Further  growth  of  the  college  must 
depend  on  the  support  directed  to  the  college  by  the  Christian 
Churches  of  the  area  served  by  the  college. 

FINANCIAL  SUPPORT:  Churches  of  our  area  (North  Carolina, 
South  Carolina  and  Georgia)  contributed  during  our  fiscal  year  end- 
ing August  31,  1957,  the  total  of  $25,241.21.  Of  this  amount  South 
Carolina  Churches  contributed  $479.35,  Georgia  Churches  $935.00, 
and  North  Carolina  Churches,  $23,826.86.  Church  contributions  repre- 
sented about  four  percent  of  the  total  college  budget.  This  year's 
budget  is  set  at  $545,000.  We  continue  to  seek  crucial  support  from 
our  Churches.  If  Atlantic  Christian  College  is  to  supply  the  trained 
ministry  and  consecrated  laymen  to  undergird  the  program  of  the 
Church,  it  must  have  increasing  help  from  the  Churches. 

FACILITIES  AND  BUILDINGS:  Dormitory  space  poses  the  main 
hindrance  as  Atlantic  Christian  College  moves  to  meet  the  demands 
of  our  youth.  To  help  meet  the  emergency  this  year,  the  college 
was  able  to  purchase  a  large  home  within  two  blocks  of  the  campus. 
This  home  now  provides  supervised  housing  for  26  men  students. 
The  college  must,  however,  continue  its  attempts  to  bring  its  resi- 
dence facilities  in  line  with  demands.  Within  the  coming  year  defi- 
nite measures  will  be  taken  to  begin  construction  of  new  facilities 
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in  ihis  area.  As  this  report  is  wrillen  Ihe  College  is  launching  a  new 
program  of  development  It  was  begun  with  the  Convocation  held 
on  the  campus  in  September.  The  Convocation  served  to  open  the 
60th  Anniversary  Development  Program.  The  campaign  which  is 
now  underway  will  help  to  place  Atlantic  Christian  College  in  a 
position  for  future  growth.  It  was  with  confidence  in  the  fine  people 
in  the  Churches  of  the  area  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  college- 
decided  to  start  the  development  program.

The  Year  in  Review 

The  ye^ar  1957-58  was  one  of  North  Carolina's  best  years  for 
missionary  giving.  Giving  to  Unified  Promotion  made  a  gain  of 
$10,102.63  or  12.33,  over  the  previous  year.  The  total  giving  for  the 
slate  amounted  to  $92,025.18. 

The  project  for  the  Program  of  Advance  this  year  was  Sunset 
Hills  at  Raleigh.  A  commitment  of  $5,000  was  made  on  their  new 
building.  This  was  paid  in  full.  In  addition  to  this  commitment  a 
balance  of  $3,500  was  paid  on  the  Gastonia  project  and  an  additional 
$1,000  was  given  to  the  Black  Mountain  Christian  Church  on  its 
new  building. 

In  the  current  year  the  project  before  us  is  that  of  a  new  site 
for  the  church  at  Smithfield.  A  total  of  $3,000  has  been  paid  on  this 
loan  with  $1,000  now  on  hand  and  $1,000  yet  needed  to  complete 
the  project. 

The  next  project  calls  for  a  new  church  in  the  Haw  Creek  Com- 
munity at  Asheville.  A  survey  is  soon  to  be  made.  D;:.  Glenn  Haney 
will  give  this  new  program  leadership  on  a  temporary  basis  helping 
them  in  oganization  and  developmeni  of  the  new  plans.  This  is  a 
coopqrative  venture  with  the  churches  of  Buncombe  County  and 
the  State  Society. 

The  churches  of  North  Carolina  continue  to  improve  their  build- 
ings with  new  structures  and  better  equipment.  During  the  year  1957- 
58  new  buildings  were  completed  at  Durham,  Fayetteville,  Walston- 
burg,  Rocky  Mount  and  First  Church  Winsion-Salem.  A  new  parson- 
age was  erected  at  Belhaven. 

These  better  facilities  have  enabled  our  churches  to  improve 
their  educational  program  and  to  make  a  better  witness  in  their 
communities. 

In  December  of  1957,  Mr.  Bernard  C.  Meece  was  called  to  the 
state  as  Director  of  Christian  Education  to  succeed  Mr.  George 
Downey  who  had  resigned  to  accept  work  in  Tennessee.  Mr.  Meece 
has  given  splendid  leadership  in  the  field  of  Christian  Education 
and  our  Youth  Work. 

We  have  been  unable  to  replace  Mr.  Frank  Wibiral  in  the  field 
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of  Men's  Work  and  the  Rural  Church,  however,  plans  are  underway 
lo  secure  additional  staff  and  help  in  the  near  future. 

Report  of  New  and  Mission  Churches 

FAYETTEVILLE— The  Fayetteville  Church  continues  to  show 
splendid  growth.  The  p^ast  year  there  were  29  additions  by  baptism 
and  46  by  transfer,  making  a  membership  now  of  205.  Last  fall  Mr. 
Henry  Speight,  Jr.  resigned  after  giving  five  years  of  splendid  lead- 
ership. Dr.  George  Cuthrell  served  a  period  as  ad  interim  minister 
and  beginning  on  March  1,  1959,  Rev.  George  T.  Pippin  of  Atlanta, 
Ga.  has  been  called  as  their  new  pastor. 

SMITHFIELD — The  Smithfield  Church  has  been  moving  forward 
steadily  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Ivan  Adams.  Through  the 
Program  of  Advance  funds,  a  new  site  has  been  purchased  and 
plans  call  for  the  erection  of  a  first  unit  on  the  new  site  in  the  near 
future.  The  church  reports  eight  additions  by  baptism  and  seven 
by  transfer.  It  now  has  a  membership  of  75. 

lACKSONVILLE— The  Jacksonville  Church  continues  to  thrive. 
Mr.  Dave  Alexander  has  been  the  fine  leader  of  this  church  for  the 
past  three  years.  They  have  recently  voted  to  sell  their  present 
building  and  site  -and  move  to  a  new  five  acre  site  in  a  rapidly  grow- 
ing section  of  the  city.  During  the  past  year  16  members  were 
received  by  baptism  and  27  by  transfer.  They  now  have  a  member- 
ship of  123.  On  June  1st,  Mr.  Alexander  will  close  his  work  with 
the  lacksonville  Church  to  accept  a  call  to  the  church  at  Wilmington. 
A  successor  has  not  yet  been  selected. 

MOREHEAD  CITY— Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  W.  Funk  who  led  the 
Morehead  City  Church  in  a  fine  way  for  the  past  four  years  resigned 
on  December  1st  to  move  to  Florida.  Recently  Rev.  lohn  Cox  has 
been  called  as  their  new  pastor  and  is  now  on  the  field.  During  the 
past  year  the  church  reported  6  additions  by  baptism  and  13  by 
transfer,  making  the  present  membership  85. 

HIGH  PO'INT  (Central)— The  church  at  High  Point  continues  io 
make  progress  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Sdamey  Teachey.  They 
have  recently  purchased  additional  space  for  their  building  pur- 
poses. A  building  fund  is  steadily  growing.  They  have  hopes  of 
being  able  to  start  construction  on  a  new  building  in  1960.  During 
the  paist  year  two  members  were  received  by  baptism  and  6  by 
transfer,  making  a  membership  at  this  time  of  93. 

BURLINGTON  (Front  Street) — Since  acquiring  their  new  prop- 
erty and  a  new  location,  the  church  at  Burlington  has  continued  a 
steady  growth.  Mr.  David  Rogers  who  led  this  church  for  the  past 
three  years  resigned  to  accept  a  pulpit  in  Georgia.  Mr.  Everett  J. 
Hurt  of  Miami,  Fla.  has  been  called  as  their  new  pastor.  He  began 
his  work  there  on  February  1st.  The  church  reports  8  additions  by 
baptism  and  10  by  transfer,  with  a  present  membership  of  90. 
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SUNSET  HILLS  RALEIGH— This  new  church  conlinues  lo  make 
rapid  progress,  having  now  completed  construciion  of  iis  firsi  unit 
at  a  cost  of  $65,000.  With  a  home  of  their  own  and  in  a  splendid 
location,  their  growth  should  be  even  more  rapid  in  the  future,  Mr. 
Firank  Leggett,  Jr.  continues  as  their  fine  pastor.  During  the  past 
year  7  additions  were  received  by  baptism  and  16  by  transfer, 
making  their  membership  now  126. 

GASTONIA — The  Gastonia  Church  is  now  on  its  third  year  and 
has  continued  to  make  steady  growth  under  the  leadership  of  Lewis 
F.  Filewood,  Jr.  its  first  pastor.  Their  temporary  building  has  been 
enlarged  to  provide  a  greater  seating  capacity.  During  the  past 
year  they  report  7  additions  by  baptism  and  16  by  transfer.  Their 
membership  is  now  31. 

WAYSIDE,  LIlNCOLNTON— Mr.  E.  B.  Quick  of  Charlotte  came 
out  of  retirement  to  lead  this  group  in  a  very  constructive  way  dur- 
ing the  past  two  years.  A  new  Educational  plant  has  been  erected 
and  plans  a^re  underway  for  a  new  sanctuary.  There  was  I  addition 
by  baptism  this  past  year,  making  the  present  membership  of  74. 

NORTHWEST  (Kinston) — This  new  church  has  been  self  sup- 
porting from  its  beginning  and  has  shown  phenomenal  growth  under 
the  fine  leadership  of  Dr.  William  O.  Haney.  A  new  site  has  been 
purchased  in  one  of  the  finer  fast  growing  sections  of  the  city. 
During  the  past  ye^ar  35  have  been  received  by  baptism  and  50  by 
transfer,  a  present  membership  of  220. 

HOOKER  MEMORIAL  (Greenville)— This  new  church  while 
only  a  bit  over  a  year  old  has  received  some  financial  assistance 
from  the  mother  church  (Eighth  Street).  They  have  purchased  a 
beautiful  5  acre  site  which  is  now  paid  for,  also  a  new  parsonage, 
and  have  called  as  their  pastor,  Mr.  Tom  Money  trom  Kentucky. 
They  are  now  working  on  their  building  plans  and  hope  to  start 
erection  of  a  first  unit  in  the  near  future.  During  their  first  year 
they  have  received  20  by  baptism  and  83  by  transfer,  making  their 
present  membership  103. 

Camp  Caroline 

Camp  Caroline  continues  to  be  used  extensively  during  the 
summer  months  with  youth,  Camp  and  Conference  Program,  Family 
Camp,  and  also  the  Men's  Reteat  and  a  meeting  of  ministers.  A  State 
wide  Planning  Conference  was  also  held  this  past  year.  In  addition 
to  this  the  camp  is  rented  to  the  Methodist  Church  for  1  week. 

A  total  of  $2,863.90  was  spent  for  the  maintenance  and  operation 
of  the  camp  during  the  year.  The  note  due  to  Atlantic  Christian 
College  for  improvements  made  in  1954-55  was  reduced  a  total  of 
$2,000.00.  There  is  now  an  outstanding  balance  of  some  $600.00  on 
this  note.  In  addition  to  the  above  $1,206.00  was  spent  in  additional 
permanent  improvements  to  the  camp  from  the  special  fund.  Mr. 
Carlyle  Brinson  of  Arapahoe  was  employed  as  camp  custodian  and 
continues  to  render  splendid  service  in  that  capacity. 
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Negro  Disciples 

Negro  Disciples  in  North  Carolina  comprise  some  15,000  mem- 
bers in  150  churches.  The  Coastal  area  work  is  centered  at  the 
Goldsboro  Institute  under  the  direction  of  C.  L.  Parks.  A  splendid 
auditorium  and  educational  building  has  been  provided  there  which 
serves  as  the  center  for  Institutes,  Youth  Conferences  and  other 
gatherings  of  the  Negro  Disciples.  This  past  year  a  training  school 
far  Negro  ministers  was  established  and  has  met  with  singular 
success.  Your  State  Secretary  has  taught  one  night  per  week  in 
this  school. 

Funds  from  the  State  Society  have  been  appropriated  for  the 
support  of  the  Goldsboro  Institute  and  also  for  the  new  training 
school  for  ministers.  In  addition  to  this  ministerial  support  has  been 
given  to  one  Negro  pastor. 

In  the  western  section  of  the  state,  the  State  Society  joins  with 
three  neighboring  states  and  the  United  Christian  Missionary  So- 
ciety in  support  of  an  evangelist  for  the  Tri  State  Piedmont  Conven- 
tion. 

The  State  Staff  has  assisted  in  counseling  and  with  materials 
and  guidance  for  Negro  pastors  and  laymen. 

The  SeorelarY's  Work 

Ross  J.  Allen,  Executive  Secretary,  reports  the  following  ac- 
tivities for  the  period  July  1,  1957  to  June  30,  1958:  Days  in  the 
office  168,  days  in  the  field  136,  churches  visited  135,  sermons 
delivered  47,  addiresses  16.  A  total  of  22,763  miles  was  traveled. 
4,438  personal  letters  written,  75,000  copies  of  the  North  Carolina 
Christian  were  published  land  mailed.  376  office  and  field  confer- 
ences were  held.  3  ministers  were  installed,  3  ministers  were 
ordained,  assisted  in  two  building  dedications.  Led  in  the  organiza- 
tion of  1  new  church.  Taught  in  one  Youth  Conference  and  in  two 
Men's  Retreats.  Led  in  two  Tithing  Rallies.  Assisted  in  conducting 
thiree  Rural  Church  Institutes.  Attended  58  state  meetings  and  8 
national  meetings.  Held  15  conferences  with  Pulpit  Committees. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

Bernard  C.  Meece,  Director 

The  Department  of  Christian  Education  aims  to  implement  and 
undergird  the  total  program  of  fhe  church,  with  its  ultimate  aim 
being  to  lead  all  people  in  a  growing  awareness  of  God  as  revealed 
in  His  Son,  Jesus  Christ.  We  seek  to  make  real  these  aims  through 
a  variety  of  State  sponsored  activities  and  throug^h  working  and 
counseling  with  local  churches  in  meeting  their  needs.  Areas  of 
concern  in  the  field  of  Christian  Education  include  Children's  work, 
Youth  Work,  Student  Work,  Adult  Life,  Family  Life  and  Leadership 
Education. 
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In  his  first  15  months  of  service,  November  1,  1957  to  January 
31,  1959,  yo'ur  Direclor  has  used  his  time  and  devoted  himself  in 
the  following  ways.  The  Diirector  visited  167  churches,  spent  138 
days  in  the  office  and  274  days  in  the  field,  delivered  48  sermons 
and  talks,  taught  in  9  Leadership  Schools,  traveled  a  total  of  36,580 
miles,  sent  out  3,840  letters  and  promotional  pieces,  held  197  con- 
ferences, and  attended  65  State  and  6  National  meetings.  Some  of 
these  activities  encompass  State  sponsored  projects,  but  much  of 
this  was  in  relation  to  services  rendered  local  churches  and  groups 
of  churches.  -        •  .

Some  mention  should  be  made  of  a  few  other  State  sponsored 
activities.  There  was  a  Leadership  School  held  in  the  Washington 
Church,  mainly  under  its  sponsorship,  which  lifted  to  a  high  level 
the  matter  of  trained  workers  for  our  churches.  A  series  of  Youth 
Institutes  held  in  the  fall  of  1958  served  81  adult  workers  with  youth 
in  23  of  our  churches.  We  conducted  a  Children's  Work  Visitation 
in  each  district  early  in  1959  which  touched  290  persons  from  54 
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of  our  churches.  There  have  been  two  State  Youth  Conventions 
since  our  last  Adult  Convention.  These  had  attendance  totals  of 
284  in  1957  and  290  in  1958. 

Your  State  Dijrector  has  had  the  responsibility  of  securing 
leadership  for  most  of  these  activities  and  carried  much  of  the 
planning  and  promotional  responsibility.  He  has  served  as  Adult 
Advisor  to  the  North  Carolina  United  Christian  Youth  Movement. 
It  has  been  a  rich  and  rewarding  period,  one  that  we  hope  will  be 
but  another  part  of  a  growing  program  of  Christian  Education  for  the 
Disciples  of  Christ  of  North  Carolina.

It  is  noted  from  Exhibit  A  that  at  June  30,  1958,  current  operating  liabilities 
amounted  to  $5,042.52,  representing  a  reduction  of  $1,902.29  from  similar  liabilities 
at  the  end  of  the  prior  year.  Such  reduction  in  liabilities  must  receive  consideration 
in  the  interpretation  of  operations  for  the  current  year. 

In  connection  with  our  examination  we  confirmed  the  shares  of  the  Wilson 
Home  and  Loan  Association  and  reconciled  cash  on  deposit  with  the  balances  re- 
flected in  the  respective  bank  statements.  Recorded  receipts  were  traced  to  bank 
deposits.  All  disbursments  from  the  Treasurer's  account  were  made  by  check  under 
disbursement  requisitions  approved  by  the  Executive  Secretary  or  as  otherwise 
authorized.  We  have  also  inspected  the  bank  statements  of  the  Christian  Education 
Contingency  Fund  and  have  combined  the  disbursements  from  that  account  in 
Exhibit  B  with  disbursements  from  the  Treasurer's  account. 

In  our  opinion  the  accompanying  financial  statements  fairly  present  the 
financial  position  of  the  Society  at  June  30,  1958  and  together  with  the  above 
comments,  properly  reflect  the  results  of  operations  for  the  year  then  ended.

ANNUAL  REPORT  TO  THE  CHURCHES  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA 


The  National  Benevolent  Association  of  the  Christian  Churches, 
was  chafTtered  in  1887,  "to  help  the  helpless,  give  a  home  to  the 
homeless,  provide  care  for  the  sick,  and  comfort  the  distressed". 
It  has  grown  until  now  there  are  17  Homes  across  the  nation,  7  for 
the  children,  and  1 0  for  the  aged.  The  Southern  Christian  Home  for 
Children  in  Atlanta  and  The  Florida  Christian  Home  for  the  Aged  in 
Jacksonville  are  in  the  Southeast  Area  of  which  North  Carolina  is  a 
vital  part. 

For  the  year  ending  June  30,  1958  the  N.  B.  A.  Homes  served 
1151  children,  and  689  aging  men  and  women.  The  Southern  Chris- 
tian Home  served  75  children  and  The  Florida  Christian  Home 
served  97  old  folk. 

Many  improvements  were  made  at  The  Florida  Christian  Home 
during  the  past  year,  which  will  add  to  the  comfort  of  the  Guests. 
The  Southern  Christian  Home  made  very  substantial  improvements. 
The  kitchen  was  newly  equipped  to  meet  the  most  exacting  health 
requirements.  The  dining  room  and  front  hall  were  remodelled 
and  beautifully  furnished.  A  new  dormitory  room  was  created  on 
the  ground  floor  of  the  Sue  Steiner  Hook  Boy's  Building,  to  care  for 
the  needs  of  older  boys,  and  to  provide  space  fqr  more  boys. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  financial  support  which  the  churches  of 
North  Carolina  gave  to  our  total  program  of  Benevolence  last  year. 
For  the  year  which  closed  June  30,  1958,  the  churches  of  North 
Carolina  supported  your  Benevolent  work  in  the  amount  of  $17,- 
884.78.  This  was  a  dollar  decrease  of  $543.31,  or  a  percentage  de- 
crease of  2.9%  under  the  previous  year.  This  support  came  from 
108  churches,  an  increase  of  1  church.  There  were  30  "Victory 
Churches"  (giving  at  least  $1.00  per  member),  and  19  "Honor 
Churches"  (giving  $300.00  or  more). 

Since  the  North  Carolina  churches  decreased  their  support  for 
the  year  which  closed  June  30,  1958,  we  would  be  graieful  if  each 
church  would  try  to  increase  its  support  to  the  needy  children  and 
aged  men  and  women  by  at  least  10%.  Calls  foir  our  help  increase 
constantly  and  we  are  ever  alert  to  provide  better  care  of  both  the 
children  and  aged.  Especially  are  we  anxious  to  give  our  children 
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more  opportunities  to  develop  not  only  their  bodies,  but  to  help 
them  to  be  educated  enough  that  they  may  meet  the  demands  of  the 
world  today,  and  take  advantage  of  opportunities  that  come  their 
wiay.  Better  medical  care  for  the  aged  is  a  constant  goal.  Won't  you 
help  us  meet  these  goals  and  inarease  our  services?

Higher  aoademic  siandards,  tightening  enrollments,  better  facilities 
more  faculty  members.  These  are  no  longer  words  in  higher  education 
in  North  Carolina.  They  are  becoming  realities. 

The  present  crisis  in  higher  education  is  reflected  nowhere  more  than 
it  is  at  Atlantic  Christian  College.  All  the  problems  that  are  facing  college 
administrators  are  real  in  the  Atlantic  Christian  College  picture. 

Atlantic  Christian  is  faced  with  growing  enrollments,  with  enhance- 
ment of  its  academic  program,  with  the  need  for  more  endowment,  with 
the  need  for  more  buildings,  ^and  more  faculty  members. 

The  college  is  facing  up  its  responsibility  to  the  young  people  of  the 
Christian  Churches  and  of  the  area  it  serves. 

A  close  look  at  three  areas  of  its  program,  indicates  the  way  it  is 
meeting  the  demands  being  placed  upon  it. 

ENROLLMENT— Atlantic  Christian  College  completed  the  1957-58 
college  year  with  a  record  enrollment  of  1,010  students.  The  enrollment 
is  continuing  to  grow  and  presently  the  college  has  enrolled  about  1,100 
students.  Acquiring  faculty  members  to  teach  its  young  people  has  be- 
come lan  active  project  at  ACC.  The  college  is  continually  seeking  out 
outstanding  men  and  women  dedicated  and  trained  for  the  cause  of 
Christian  Higher  Education.  It  now  employs  65  full-time  faculty  members. 

FINANCIAL  SUPPORT— Atlantic  Christian  CoUege  is  about  to  com- 
plete a  $500,000  capital  fund  effort  designed  to  place  it  in  a  position  to 
meet  the  challenge  of  young  people  desiring  an  education. 

The  final  phase  of  the  campiaign  rests  on  the  hearts  of  Christian 
Church  members  in  Noprth  Carolina. 

In  addition  the  college  administrators  are  dealing  with  the  largest 
budget  in  the  college's  history.  During  the  1957-58  college  ye^ar  the  budget 
amounted  to  $636,755.00.  This  year  the  college  is  operating  on  a  budget 
of  $721,900.00.  Next  year  the  trustees  have  approved  a  tentative  budget 
of  more  than  $756,000.00.  The  Christian  Churches  of  North  Carolina  and 
its  other  two  supporting  states — ^South  Carolina  and  Georgia,  are  helping 
to  underwrite  a  portion  of  the  budget  that  is  not  met  by  student  payments. 
For  the  year  1957-58,  the  Christian  Churches  of  North  Carolina  contributed 
$22,614.13.  The  South  CaroHna  Churches  gave  $522.32,  and  those  in 
Georgia  contributed  $982.06.  If  the  Christian  Churches  are  to  educate 
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youth,  ihey  musi  continually  search  for  support  to  undergird  the  program 
of  Atlantic  Christian  Cbliege. 

FACILITIES  AND  BUILDINGS— Atlantic  Christian  College  must  con- 
tinue to  build  if  it  is  to  meet  the  demands.  At  the  present  time  a  $400,000 
men's  dormintory  is  under  construction.  It  is  to  be  completed  by  January 
1,  1960.  The  new  building  will  house  144  men  students  and  will  ease  a 
drastic  shortage  of  men's  housing.  Already  the  college  is  searching  for 
an  answer  to  such  building  problems  as  the  need  for  more  women's 
dormitory  space,  a  music  building,  a  physical  education  plant,  a  stu- 
dent center,  and  a  maintenance  work  area.  The  years  ahead  are  filled 
with  intriguing  challenges  to  Christian  Higher  Education  and  to  Atlantic 
Christian  College.

The  Year  In  Review 

The  year  1958-59  was  one  of  North  Carolina's  best  years  for 
missionary  giving.  Giving  to  Unified  Promotion  made  a  gain  of 
$4,417.00  or  4.7%  over  the  previous  year.  The  total  giving  for  the 
state  amounted  to  $96,442.00. 

The  New  Church  Program  continues  to  show  a  steady  advance. 
The  balance  on  the  Sunset  Hills  appropriation  of  $2,000.00  was  paid 
in  full.  In  addition  to  this  an  appropriation  of  $1,000.00  was  paid 
to  the  Black  Mountain  Christian  Church.  An  appropriation  of  $1,000.00 
was  paid  toward  the  purchase  of  a  property  for  the  Macedonia 
Christian  Church  in  Wilson.  This  is  our  first  assistance  toward  the 
organization  and  securing  of  property  for  a  colored  church.  An  ap- 
propriation of  $5,000.00  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  site  for  the  Smith- 
field  Church  has  been  paid  in  full. 

This  past  fall  the  Bethany  Christian  Church  at  Asheville  was 
organized  and  a  property  site  of  6  ^cres  purchased  from  Advance 
Funds  with  the  assistance  of  $2,000.00  from  the  Buncombe  County 
Churches.  Advance  funds  have  provided  for  $5,000.00  down  pay- 
ment and  the  State  has  assumed  the  mortgage  of  $7,400.00  which 
is  being  retired  at  $75.00  per  month. 

Churches  of  North  Carolina  continue  to  improve  their  buildings 
with  new  structures  and  belter  equipment.  New  parsonages  have 
been  erected  at  Rocky  Fork,  Wendell,  Bath  and  Plymouth. 

A  new  sanctuary  is  now  under  construction  at  First  Church, 
Winston-Salem.  A  new  building  has  been  erected  at  Vanceboro, 
a  new  educational  plant  at  Engelhard.  Sunset  Hills  Church  has 
erected  its  first  unit.  First  Christian  Church  at  Wilson  has  purchased 
new  educational  property.  Other  churches  are  planning  added 
improvements.  .  . 

These  better  facilities  have  enabled  our  churches  to  improve 
their  educational  program  to  make  a  better  witness  in  their  com- 
munity. 

This  past  fall,  Mr.  Arthur  M.  Depew  was  called  to  the  State  as 
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Director  of  Church  Development  with  special  responsibility  in  the 
field  of  Evangelism,  Christian  Men's  Fellowship  and  World  Out- 
reach. We  are  happy  to  welcome  Mr.  Depew  to  our  staff  and  happy 
to  announce  that  already  he  has  made  a  very  splendid  contribution 
to  the  North  Carolina  work. 

Report  of  New  and  Mission  Churches 

FAYETTEVILLE — Fayetteville  Church  continues  to  show  steady 
growth  in  spite  of  a  fluctuating  military  population.  This  past  year 
there  were  17  additions  by  baptism  and  39  by  transfer,  making  a 
membership  now  of  202.  Rev.  George  T.  Pippin  has  been  giving 
fine  leadership  to  this  church,  in  spite  of  a  serious  illness  during 
the  past  year,  we  are  happy  to  state  that  he  has  recovered  and 
is  now  carrying  a  full  load  of  pastoral  work. 

GMITHFIELD — Smithfield  Church  continues  to  show  good  pro- 
gress. Mr.  Ivan  Adams  who  led  this  church  for  the  past  three  years 
resigned  last  fall  to  accept  a  church  in  Texas.  Mr.  Billy  Bennett  of 
Saratoga  accepted  a  call  to  this  church  and  began  as  its  pastor 
on  December  1st.  The  church  reports  7  additions  by  baptism,  3  by 
statement  during  the  past  year,  with  a  mem^bership  now  of  80.  An 
architect  has  been  secured  and  plans  are  being  drawn  for  a  first 
unit  construction  on  their  new  building  site. 

JACKSONVILLE— Mr.  Dave  Alexander  who  has  led  the  Jack- 
sonville Church  for  the  past  three  years  resigned  last  summer  to 
accept  a  call  to  the  First  Church  Wilmington.  Mr.  J.  W.  Funk  has 
been  serving  this  congregjation  as  ad  interim  since  that  time.  Al- 
lendance  and  interest  continues  on  a  high  level.  During  the  past 
year  there  have  been  8  additions  by  baptism  and  14  by  transfer.  The 
present  membership  is  now  137.  This  church  has  now  called  Mr. 
Paul  Gray  of  Lexington  Kentucky  as  its  pastor.  He  will  assume  his 
new  duties  on  July  1st. 

MOREHEAD  CITY— Mr.  John  F.  Cox  has  served  as  pastor  of 
the  Morehead  City  Church  during  the  past  year  and  given  it  fine 
leadership.  There  has  been  1  addition  by  baptism  and  8  by  transfer, 
the  present  membership  is  now  75.  Church  and  Bible  School  at- 
tendance has  been  very  good  and  the  church  shows  a  most  op- 
timistic attitude  toward  its  future. 

HIGH  POINT  (CENTRAL)— -The  church  at  High  Point  continues 
to  show  fine  progress  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Stamey  Teachey. 
Their  building  fund  is  growing  steadily  and  they  have  high  hopes 
of  being  able  to  start  construction  on  a  new  building  during  1960. 
I>uring  the  year  there  were  3  ad4itions  by  baptism  and  2  by  trans- 
fer, the  membership  is  now  116. 

BURLINGTON  (FRONT  STREET)— The  Front  Street  Christian 
Church  is  now  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  M.  Dana  Hunt,  who  came 
to  that  pastorate  from  Virginia  this  past  summer.  Mr.  Hunt,  in  addi- 
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tion  to  serving  this  church  is  continuing  his  studies  at  Duke  Divinity 
School.  Reports  from  this  church  are  most  encouraging,  they  are 
happy  with  their  new  leadership.  During  the  past  year  they  report 
6  additions  by  baptism  and  2  by  statement,  with  a  membership 
of  91. 

SUNSET  HILLS,  RALEIGH— Mr.  Frank  Leggett,  Jr.  who  served 
this  congregation  so  well  for  the  past  three  years  has  resigned  to 
accept  the  pastorate  of  our  Rocky  Mount  Church.  This  past  fall  Mr. 
C.  Fain  Stone  of  Lexington,  Kentucky  was  called  to  be  his  successor. 
This  church  is  showing  rapid  progress  in  retiring  its  building  debt 
and  has  plans  to  complete  its  sanctuary  within  the  next  two  years. 
During  the  past  year  there  were  6  additions  by  baptism  and  16  by 
transfer,  making  its  present  membership  now  134. 

GASTONIA— The  Gastonia  Church  has  been  badly  handi- 
capped since  the  resignation  of  its  pastor  Mr.  Lewis  F,  Filewood,  Jr. 
to  accept  a  pastorate  in  Pennsylvania.  However,  beginning  this  fall 
Mr.  E.  B.  Quick  has  been  serving  this  congregation  in  connection 
with  the  work  at  Wayside,  Lincolnton.  Reports  are  that  the  church 
is  showing  new  encouragement  under  his  leadership  and  it  is  hoped 
will  be  able  to  move  forward  to  realize  its  great  potential  in  this 
growing  center  of  population.  During  the  past  year  there  was  1 
addition  by  baptism  and  2  by  statement.  The  present  membership 
is  29. 

WAYSIDE,  LINCQiLNTON— Mr.  E.  B.  Quick  of  Charlotte  has 
been  leading  this  congregation  during  the  past  three  years  in  a  very 
fine  way.  A  new  educational  plant  has  been  erected  and  the  church 
has  taken  on  new  life.  The  present  membership  is  73. 

NORTHWEST  (KINSTON)— The  Northwest  Church  at  Kinston 
has  had  a  most  phenomenal  growth  under  the  fine  leadership  of 
Dr.  William  O.  Haney.  Plans  have  been  completed  for  the  erection 
of  their  first  unit  and  construction  will  start  this  spring.  During  the 
past  year  there  have  been  32  additions  by  baptism  and  60  by  state- 
ment. The  present  membership  is  281,  with  a  church  school  enroll- 
ment of  361. 

HOOKER  MEMORIAL  (GREENVILLE)— This  new  church  now  in 
Its  second  year  is  moving  forward  in  a  very  fine  way  under  the 
leadership  of  Mr.  Tom  Money.  Plans  have  been  completed  for  their 
first  units  and  construction  will  start  this  spring.  During  the  past 
year  there  have  been  9  additions  by  baptism  and  17  by  transfer.  The 
present  membership  is  129  with  a  Bible  School  enrollment  of  167. 

BETHANY  (ASHEVILLE)— This  past  fall  a  new  church  was  or- 
ganized in  the  east  section  of  Asheville.  Tlie  nucleus  from  the  old 
Antioch  Church  became  a  part  of  this  new  congregation.  Through 
Advance  Funds  a  six  acre  site  has  been  purchased  and  a  residence 
remodeled  for  a  temporary  place  of  worship.  Through  the  winter 
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months  the  pulpit  has  been  supplied  by  laymen  from  First  Christian 
Church.  It  is  hoped  that  a  full  time  minister  can  be  secured  in  the 
near  future  for  this  most  promising  work. 

ST.  PAUL'S,  RALEIGH— This  past  July  1st  this  new  congregation 
was  organized  under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  Fred  West,  former  pastor 
of  Hillyer  Memorial.  Some  216  members  from  the  Hillyer  congega- 
tion  took  membership  in  the  new  congregation.  Recently  a  ten  acre 
site  has  been  purchased  in  the  northwest  section  of  Raleigh  and 
plans  are  moving  forward  for  construction  of  new  buildings. 

WESTVIEW,  WILSON— Our  newest  church  in  the  state  was  or- 
ganized January  17  at  Wilson.  A  temporary  meeting  place  has  been 
secured  at  505  Raleigh  Road.  The  pulpit  has  been  supplied  by  local 
ministers  from  the  College  and  the  State  Staff.  It  now  has  a  mem- 
bership of  34  and  with  a  rapidly  growing  attendance  and  response, 
promises  to  soon  become  a  fine  strong  congregation.  It  is  hoped  that 
a  permanent  minister  can  be  secured  by  July  1st. 

The  Secretary's  Work 

Ross  J.  Allen,  Executive  Secretary  reports  the  following  activities 
tor  the  period  July  1,  1958  to  June  30,  1959.  Days  in  the  office  157, 
days  in  the  field  169,  churches  visited  112,  sermons  delivered  39, 
addresses  32.  A  total  of  30,365  miles  was  traveled.  3,971  personal 
letters  were  written,  79,000  copies  of  the  North  Carolina  Christian 
were  published  and  mailed.  426  office  and  field  conferences  were 
held.  9  ministers  v/ere  installed.  Assisted  in  3  building  dedications. 
Taught  in  2  Men's  Retreats,  led  in  two  Tithing  Rallies,  taught  in  one 
Rural  Church  Institute.  Attended  17  District  Meetings,  54  State 
Meetings  and  20  National  Meetings.  Held  1 1  conferences  with  Pulpit 
Committees.  Taught  one  night  each  week  during  the  school  year 
at  the  Goldsboro  Minister's  Training  Institute. 

Camp  Ca^olme 

Camp  Caroline  continues  to  be  used  extensively  during  the 
summer  months  with  youth.  Camp  and  Conference  Programs,  and 
also  the  Men's  Retreat  and  a  meeting  of  ministers.  A  State  Wide 
Planning  Conference  was  also  held  this  past  year.  In  addition  to 
this  the  camp  was  rented  to  the  Methodist  Church  for  3  weeks. 

A  total  of  $4,028.00  was  spent  for  the  maintenance  and  operation 
of  the  camp  during  the  year.  The  balance  on  the  note  due  to  At- 
lantic Christian  College  for  improvements  made  in  1954-55  amount- 
ing to  $955.52  was  retired.  In  addition  to  the  above  $1,516.77  was 
spent  on  additional  permanent  improvements  to  the  camp  from  the 
special  fund.  Mr.  Carlyle  Brinson  of  Arapahoe  is  employed  as  camp 
custodian  and  continues  to  render  splendid  service  in  that  capacity. 
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Negro  Disciples 

Negro  Disciples  in  North  Carolina  comprise  some  15,000  mem- 
bers in  150  churches.  The  coastal  area  work  is  centered  at  the 
Goldsboro  Institute  under  the  direction  of  C.  L.  Parks.  A  splendid 
auditorium  and  educational  building  has  been  provided  there  which 
serves  as  the  center  for  Institutes,  Youth  Conferences  and  other 
gatherings  of  the  Negro  Disciples.  A  Training  School  for  Negro 
ministers  is  now  in  its  second  year.  Interest  and  attendance  is  good, 
this  is  a  most  promising  project.  Your  State  Secretary  and  Dr.  Grif- 
fith A.  Hamlin  of  Goldsboro  have  taught  one  night  per  week  in  this 
school. 

A  second  training  school  for  colored  ministers  began  this  fall 
at  Plymouth.  Mr.  Chas.  P.  Brooks  of  Plymouth,  Mr.  Howard  Groover 
of  Williamston  and  Mr.  R.  L.  Alexander  of  Washington  are  teaching 
in  this  school.  Splendid  attendance  and  interest  are  reported. 

Funds  from  the  State  Society  have  been  appropriated  for  the 
support  of  the  Goldsboro  Institute  and  also  for  the  new  training 
school  for  ministers.  In  addition  to  this  ministerial  support  has  been 
civen  to  one  Negro  pastor. 

In  the  western  section  of  the  state,  the  State  Society  joins  with 
three  neighboring  states  and  the  United  Christian  Missionary  Society 
in  support  of  an  evangelist  for  the  Tri  State  Piedmont  Convention. 

The  State  Staff  has  assisted  in  counseling  and  with  materials 
and  guidance  for  Negro  pastors  and  laymen. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

Bernard  C.  Meece,  Director 

The  Department  of  Christian  Education  aims  to  implement  and 
undergird  the  total  program  of  the  church,  with  its  ultimate  aim 
being  to  lead  all  people  in  a  grov/ing  awareness  of  God  as  revealed 
in  His  Son,  Jesus  Christ.  We  seek  to  make  real  these  aims  through 
a  variety  of  State  sponsored  activities  and  through  working  and 
counseling  with  local  churches  in  meeting  their  needs.  Areas  of 
concern  in  the  field  oi  Christian  Education  include  Children's  work, 
Youth  Work,  Student  Work,  Adult  Life,  Family  Life  and  Leadership 
Education. 

In  his  past  12  months  of  service,  February  1,  1959  to  January 
31,  1960,  your  Director  has  used  his  time  and  devoted  himself  in 
the  following  ways.  The  Director  visited  158  churches,  spent  120 
days  in  office  and  218  days  in  the  field,  delivered  46  sermons  and 
talks,  taught  in  4  Leadership  Schools,  traveled  a  total  of  25,990 
miles,  sent  out  6,118  letters  and  promotional  pieces,  held  337  con- 
ferences, and  attended  60  State  and  4  National  meetings.  Some  of 
these  activities  encompass  State  sponsored  projects,  but  much  of 
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ihis  was  in  relation  to  services  rendered  local  churches  and  groupa 
of  churches. 

Statistics  do  not  tell  the  story  of  spiritual  depth  and  growth, 
but  they  do  serve  to  indicate  the  number  of  persons  involved  in 
experiences  that  may  lead  to  spiritual  growth.  Our  1959  Camp  and 
Conference  program  shows  these  statistics:

This  is  a  gain  in  attendance  of  225  over  last  year. 

Some  mention  should  be  made  of  a  few  other  State  sponsored 
activities.  There  was  a  Leadership  School  held  in  the  Wilson  Church, 
which  lifted  to  a  high  level  the  matter  of  trained  workers  for  our 
churches.  A  total  of  194  persons  were  enrolled  for  this  School. 
There  has  been  a  State  Youth  Convention  since  our  last  Adult  Con- 
vention. It  had  an  attendance  total  of  350,  a  record  high. 

Your  State  Director  has  had  the  responsibility  of  securing  leader- 
ship for  most  of  these  activities  and  carried  much  of  the  planning 
and  promotional  responsibility.  He  has  served  as  Adult  Advisor 
to  the  North  Carolina  United  Christian  Youth  Movement.  It  has  been 
a  rich  and  rewarding  period,  one  that  we  hope  will  be  but  another 
part  of  a  growing  program  for  Christian  Education  for  the  Disciples 
of  Christ  of  North  Carolina. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  CHURCH  DEVELOPMENT 


Arthur  M.  Depew,  Director 

The  Director  of  Church  Development  has  responsibility  in  the 
fields  of  Evangelism,  Christian  Men's  Fellowship,  and  the  ProgTom 
of  Aavance.  In  addition  to  these  responsibilities,  he  has  worked  with 
the  Executive  Secretary  and  the  siaff  of  Atlantic  Christian  College 
visiting  chiirches  and  advising  with  them  about  their  participalion 
in  World  Outreach  through  their  budgets. 

In  addition  to  the  above  responsibilities,  the  Director  has  been 
oresent  at  many  of  the  fifth  Sunday  District  Conventions.  He  and 
his  wife  have  been  called  on  to  conduct  Schools  of  Missions  in 
several  churches  and  to  make  Woman's  Day  addresses.  The  Di- 
recto'  has  been  invited  on  several  occasions  to  be  the  guest  speaker 
on  Home  Coming  day. 

Evangelism 

The  Committee  on  Evangelism  has  held  two  meetings  and  has 
voted  to  recommend  to  the  State  Board  of  Managers,  the  Minister's 
Institute,  and  to  the  State  Convention  that  we  have  Dr.  Bayne  Driskill 
in  the  state  to  lead  a  Crusade  of  Evangelism  in  January  1961.  This 
matter  v;-as  unanimously  approved  by  the  state  Board  of  Managers, 
fhe  Ministers  Institute,  and  it  will  be  presented  to  the  Slate  Con- 
vention. If  the  State  Convention  approves,  the  Crusade  will  go  for- 
ward with  a  week  of  Set-Up  meetings  in  the  fall  of  1960  and  the 
Crusade  to  begin  in  January  1961. 


New  Church — Program  of  Advance 

The  New  Church  Committee  has  had  one  meeting  and  plans 
were  made  to  establish  ten  new  churches  during  the  next  decade. 
Churches  seeking  aid  from  the  Program  of  Advance  funds  will  be 
osked  to  fill  out  a  questionnaire  and  submit  their  askings  to  the 
committee.  Since  the  Director  started  his  work  in  September  1959 
there  have  been  two  new  churches  established,  the  Bethany  Church 
c^  Asheville  and  tV^e  Westview  Church  at  Wilson.  He  has  worked 
vnth  e-ch  of  these  churches,  going  to  Asheville  to  supervise  the 
remodelina  of  the  house  located  on  the  six  and  one  half  acre  tract 
that  will  be  the  permanent  location  of  the  church.

He  has  visited  CMF  meetings 
in  several  of  the  local  churches  addressed  some  of  them  and  advised 
others  about  methods  of  work.  During  the  visit  of  Mark  Rutherford 
to  the  sitate  he  accompanied  him  to  each  of  the  districts  and  pro- 
moted attendance.  At  his  suggestion  an  attendance  goal  of  1000 
men  at  the  Mark  Rutherford  dinners  was  set,  as  well  as  a  goal  of  400 
men  in  attendance  at  the  CMF  Banquet  at  the  State  Convention  at 
Kinslon.

Such  increase  in  liabilities  must  receive  consideration 
in  the  interpretation  of  operations  for  the  current  year. 

In  connection  with  our  examination  we  confirmed  the  shares  of  the  Wilson 
Home  and  Loan  Association  and  reconciled  cash  on  deposit  with  the  balances  re- 
flected in  the  respective  bank  statements.  Recorded  receipts  were  traced  to  bank 
deposits.  All  disbursements  from  the  Treasurer's  account  were  made  by  checks 
under  disbursement  requisitions  approved  by  the  Executive  Secretary  or  as  other- 
wise authorized.  We  have  also  inspected  the  bank  statements  of  the  Christian 
Education  Contingency  Fund  and  have  combined  the  disbursements  from  that 
account  in  Exhibit  B  with  disbursements  from  the  Treasurer's  account. 

In  our  opinion  the  accompanying  financial  statements  fairly  present  the 
financial  position  of  the  Society  at  June  30,  1959  and  together  with  the  above 
comments,  properly  reflect  the  results  of  operations  for  the  year  then  ended.

Annual  Report  to  the  Churches  oi  North  Carolina 

Since  the  National  Benevolent  Association  was  organized  in 
1887,  more  than  27,000  (early  records  not  reported)  children  have 
been  served,  and  more  than  3,000  (early  records  not  reported)  elder- 
ly ministers,  their  wives  and  widows,  missionaries,  and  other  active 
members  of  the  Christian  Church  have  been  given  gracious  living. 
The  NBA  has  also  grown  in  the  number  of  Homes,  from  its  first 
one  to  7  for  children,  and  10  for  the  aging.  For  the  year  ending  June 
30,1959,  1043  children,  and  72  mothers  were  served  in  the  children's 
Homes,  and  142  children  in  foster  homes.  For  the  same  period,  725 
Guests  were  cared  for  in  the  Homes  for  the  aging.  Seventy-two  were 
past  90  years,  and  351  were  past  80  years  of  age. 

The  Southern  Christian  Home  for  Children  in  Atlanta,  Georgia, 
for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1959,  cared  for  84  children,  and  a  num- 
ber were  returned  to  their  reestablished  homes.  The  SCH  was  able, 
last  year,  to  answer  the  numerous  calls  made  by  the  churches  of  the 
Southeast  Area,  to  provide  homes  for  children  in  need.  It  hopes  it 
may  continue  to  have  sufficient  facilities  to  meet  all  calls.  Many 
improvements  in  buildings  and  equipment  were  made  during  the 
past  year  for  the  care  and  comfort  of  the  children. 

The  Florida  Christian  Home  for  the  Aged  in  Jacksonville,  Florida, 
for  the  past  year  ending  June  30,  1959,  provided  gracious  living  for 
99  aging  Guests.  The  FCH  has  been  able,  in  recent  months,  to  hold 
its  waiting  list,  for  those  seeking  admittance,  to  a  minimum.  It  re- 
grets, that  from  time  to  time,  it  must  reject  applications  from  those 
not  in  normal  health  for  their  age.  Only  additional  and  adequate 
funds  could  provide  for  this  need.  The  FCH  has  also  made  some 
significant  improvements  in  building  and  equipment  during  the 
past  year,  for  the  comfort  and  safety  of  its  Guests. 

A  look  at  the  1958-59  financial  support  of  the  NBA  makes  it 
apparent  that  more  adequate  support  must  be  given,  if  NBA  is  to 
adequately  serve  the  Brotherhood.  For  the  year  ending  June  30, 
1959,  the  total  national  increase  in  financial  support,  (including  all 
Homes)  for  operation,  amounted  to  $8,179.16,  or  .861%.  The  budget 
for  the  FCH  for  1960-61  is  $129,880.00,  an  increase  of  6.74%  The 
budget  for  the  SCH  for  1960-61  is  $112,700.00,  an  increase  of  15.5%. 
The  budget  for  NBA  operating  funds  for  1960-61  is  $457,160.00,  an 
increase  of  10.%. 

The  proportionate  share  recommended  for  North  Carolina  for 
the  year  1960-61  is  $24,000.00.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 
ATLANTIC  CHRISTLAU  COLLEGE 


The  college  year  1958-59  was  an  important  one  in  the  history 
of  Atlantic  Christian  College. 

It  was  in  that  year  that  the  college  realized  its  potential  in  so 
far  as  its  facilities  were  concerned.  College  officials  realized  that, 
in  1958-59,  the  institution  had  about  reached  maximum  enrollment 
for  the  facilities  it  had  to  offer.  It  was  in  that  year  that  the  decision 
had  to  be  made  to  limit  the  enrollment  for  the  future  because  of 
maximum  use  of  the  existing  facilities. 

In  the  Fall  Semester  that  started  in  September,  1958,  the  college 
enrolled  1,098  students.  For  the  spring  term  it  enrolled  1,065.  Both 
were  records  for  the  respective  terms. 

It  was  decided  that  only  a  slight  increase  in  students  could  be 
absorbed  in  the  future  without  additional  facilities. 

Academic  requirements  were  strenglhened.  Admissions  re- 
quirements were  studied.  The  results  of  those  studies  are  now  being 
used  as  a  basis  for  admission  to  the  college. 

A  record  budget  of  $763,941.60  was  needed  to  operate  the  col- 
lege.

A  Sigilificcml  Year 

The  present  academic  year  has  been  a  significant  one  ai  The 
College  of  the  Bible. 

Four  new  apartment  buildings,  an  addition  to  the  administra- 
tion classroom  building  and  the  Ministers'  Fellowship  Hall  were 
dedicated  on  September  24,  1959  and  are  now  occupied.  These  six 
new  buildings  were  financed  by  a  bond  issue  of  $1200,000  on  the 
strength  of  commiimenis  to  the  Centennial  Development  Program. 
These  commitments  now  total  nearly  $1,700,000.  The  bond  issue 
was  necessary  because  theological  seminaries  are  not  eligible  for 
federal  loans.  Obligations  on  the  bond  issue  requiie  moninly  pay- 
ments of  $8,600  through  1973. 

A  Significant  Share 

Increasing  numbers  of  dedicated  individuals  are  having  a  signi- 
ficant share  in  the  Centennial  Development  Program  of  The  College 
of  the  Bible.  It  is  they  who  have  made  our  new  buildings  possible. 

With  the  enlargement  of  the  campus  our  custodial  and  main- 
tenance costs  have  risen  sharply.  Increases  in  our  enrollment  will 
continue  to  require  the  addition  of  new  professors  and  faculty  sec- 
retaries. More  copies  of  important  books  must  be  added  to  the  li- 
brary to  meet  the  needs  of  a  constantly  growing  student  body. 

On  the  basis  of  costs  this  year,  at  least  $1500.00  per  student 
must  be  provided  beyond  the  tuition  paid  by  the  student.  Thus, 
$1500.00  per  student  must  be  provided  for  each  new  student  ad- 
mitted beyond  our  present  enrollment. 

In  keeping  with  the  new  method  of  distribution  in  Unified  Pro- 
moiion,  The  College  of  the  Bible  cannot  appeal  directly  to  churches 
for  budget  support  to  meet  these  pressing  needs.  Only  as  the 
churches  voluntarily  assume  a  significant  share  in  the  education 
of  'the  ministry  by  increasina  their  support  of  The  College  of  the 
BiMe  throurh  Unified  Promotion  can  a  sufficient  number  of  ade- 
qualely  educated  ministers  be  provided,  for  the  churches. 

By  such  participation  in  the  education  of  the  mmistry  at  The 
Colleqe  of  the  Bible  your  church  can  enable  your  seminary  to  have 
another  significant  year  and  assure  continued  quality  education 
"in  the  years  ahead.

The  Year  In  Review 

The  missionory  giving  of  our  North  Carolina  Churches  con- 
tinued to  gain  during  the  year  1959-60.  Total  giving  to  Unified 
Promotion  amounted  to  $140,589.00.  This  was  a  gain  of  $44,000.00 
or  45%.  However,  the  above  included  some  $24,000.00  which  had 
normally  been  designated  to  Atlantic  Christian  College  and  which 
is  now  included  in  Unified  Promotion.  Excluding  this  College  giv- 
ing, Unified  Promotion  still  showed  a  gain  of  over  16%  above  the 
previous  year,  which  is  a  record  for  our  state. 

Receipts  for  the  New  Church  Program  amounted  to  $8,979.38. 
Out  of  this  the  balance  of  the  Smithfield  loan  of  $1,006.50  was  paid. 
A  down  payment  of  $5,000.00  was  made  on  the  poperty  of  the 
Betihany  Church  at  Asheville.  Payments  on  the  balance  of  $675.00 
have  been  made  on  a  monthly  basis.  The  Macedonda  Church  at 
Wilson  was  given  $250.00  for  building  improvements. 

The  sum  of  $900.00  was  designated  to  salary  of  Arthur  M. 
Depew  for  time  involved  in  connection  with  Program  of  Advance 
and  work  with  new  churches. 

The  Program  of  Advance  continues  to  be  our  most  challenging 
opportunity  and  responsibilities  in  North  Carolina. 

The  Churches  of  North  Carolina  continue  to  improve  their 
buildings  with  new  sanctuaries  and  better  educational  equipment. 

New  buildings  have  either  been  erected  or  under  construction 
at  Hooker  Memorial,  Greenville;  Northwest  Christian  Church,  Kin- 
ston;  Wheat  Swamp  Christian  Church;  Engelhard  Christian  Church; 
First  Christian  Church,  Winston-Salem;  Beulah  Hill  Christian 
Church;  Mill  Creek  Christian  Church  and  Smthfield.  The  new 
Churches  of  St  Paul's,  Raleigh  and  Westvi^w,  Wilson  hove  pur- 
chased building  sites. 

In  October,  Arthur  M.  Depew  began  his  work  as  I!)irector 
of  Church  Development  with  primary  responsibility  in  the  field  of 
Christian  Men's  Fellowship,  Evangelism  and  promotion  of  World 
Outreach.  He  has  made  significant  contribution  in  these  areas 
and  our  total  state  program  has  been  strengthened  by  his  service. 
Report  of  New  and  Mission  Crurches 

FAYETTEVILLE — The  Fayetleville  Church  continues  to  show 
steady  growth  in  spite  of  its  fluctuating  military  population.  During 
the  past  year 'there  were  23  additions  by  baptism  and  47  by  trans- 
fe:".  The  membership  is  now  200.  George  T.  Pippin  is  the  pastor. 
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.SMITHFIEL'D— On  this  past  Ohristm'as  Day  the  Smdthfield 
Church  broke  ground  for  iheir  new  building  on  the  site  purchased 
from  the  Program  of  Advance  funds.  During  the  year  there  were 
2  additionr  by  baptism  and  6  by  transfer  with  a  total  membership 
of  54.  Mr.  Billy  Bennett  is  leading  this  Ohurch  in  a  very  fine  way. 

JACKSONVILLE— Mr.  Don  Weaver,  formerly  of  Macclesfield, 
is  now  serving  as  pas)lor  of  the  Jacksonville  Church.  This  congre- 
gation is  moving  forward  with  its  plans  to  build  on  ther  newly 
acqui-ed  building  site  to  whch  they  plan  to  move  upon  sale  of  the 
present  property.  During  the  year  there  were  7  additians  by  baptism 
and  5  by  iramsfer.  Their  memberrhip  now  stands  at  107. 

MOREHEAD — Last  fall  Mr.  John  Cox  resigned  this  pastorate 
to  accept  a  Church  in  Virginia.  Dr.  H.  Glenn  Haney  of  Greenville 
is  serving  this  congregation  as  ad^nterim.  During  Jhe  year  there 
were  7  additions  by  baptism  and  7  by  transfer,  making  their  present 
membership  now  65. 

HIGHPOrNT  (CENTRAL)— Stamey  Teachey  continues  to  lead 
the  High  Point  Church  in  a  very  fine  way.  Their  great  need  is  for 
a  new  building.  They  are  steadily  accumulating  funds  toward  that 
end.  During  the  year  there  were  2  additions  by  baptism  and  10  by 
transfer,  making  their  membership  now  120. 

SUNSET  HILLS,  RALEIGH— Mr.  C.  Fain  Stone  has  resigned 
as  pastor  of  the  Sunset  Hills  Ohurch  to  accept  a  paslorate  in  Louisi- 
ana. Mr.  Robert  Westmoreland,  Chaplain  of  Eastern  North  Carolina 
Tubercular  Sanatorium  is  serving  as  ad-interim  pastor. 

This  Church  hopes  to  locate  a  permanent  minister  in  the  near 
future.  During  the  past  year  there  were  10  additions  by  baptism 
and  16  by  transfer,  making  the  membership  139. 

GASTONIA — The  Gastonia  Church  has  been  badly  handi- 
capped due  to  lack  of  a  resident  pastor.  Mr.  E.  B.  Quick  of  Rock 
Hill,  South  Carolina,  is  serving  this  Church  on  Sundays  with  a 
9  o'clock  service.  It  is  hoped  that  a  resident  man  can  be  secured 
for  this  work  in  the  near  future.  During  the  past  year  there  were 
2  additions  by  transfer.  Their  membership  is  now  24. 

WAYSIDE,  LINCOLNTON— Mr.  E.  B.  Quick  of  Rock  Hill,  South 
Carolina,  continues  do  lead  this  congregation  in  a  fine  way.  During 
the  year  there  was  one  addition  by  baptism.  Their  membership 
is  now  74. 

NORTHWEST  (KINSTON)— The  Northwest  Christian  Church  of 
Kinslon  has  made  the  most  outstanding  growth  of  any  of  the  new 
churches  in  the  slate  during  recent  years.  Dr.  William  O.  Haney 
is  its  pastor.  A  new  building  is  now  under  construction  which  they 
hope  to  enter  early  this  spring.  Doiring  the  year  there  were  8  ad- 
dtions  by  baptism  ^and  11  by  statement,  with  a  total  membership 
of  289. 

HOOKER  MEMORIAL  (GREENVILLE)— This  fine  new  church 
recently  dedicated  the  first  two  units  of  a  beautiful  and  practical 
building.  Mr.  Tom  Money  has  served  as  its  pastor  since  its  organi- 
zation was  perfected.  This  last  year  there  were  4  additions  by 
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baptism  and  16  by  transfer,  the  membership  now  stands  at  137. 

BETOANY  (ASHEVILLE)— This  new  church  has  suffered  from 
lack  of  resident  leadership.  During  the  past  winter,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Ray  Manley,  retired  minisier  from  Florida,  have  been  serving 
this  church  and  doing  a  very  acceptable  work.  However,  a  full  time 
resident  m'an  will  be  required  to  make  any  great  progress.  During 
year  there  were  3  additions  by  baptism  and  24  by  transfer.  Their 
membership  is  now  20. 

ST.  PAUL'S  (RALEIGH) — This  new  congregation  is  showing 
steady  growth  under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  Fred  West.  They  have 
purchased  a  new  site,  which  is  nearly  paid  for,  and  plans  .are  under- 
way to  erect  their  first  units  during  the  oomiing  year  During  the 
year  there  were  3  additions  by  baptism  and  24  by  transfer.  Their 
membership  is  now  214. 

WESTVIEW  (WILSON)— The  new  Wilson  Church  continues 
to  make  splendid,  progress.  H.  C.  Hilliard,  Jr.  was  recently  called  as 
its  first  full-time  minister.  A  fine  site  has  been  purchased  on  Raleigh 
Road,  adjacent  to  the  city  limits.  Their  membership  is  now  about 
100. 

NEW  CHURCH  (CHARLOTTE)— On  January  22,  1961,  a  second 
cihurch  was  organized  in  Charlotte,  sponsored  by  First  Christian 
Church.  This  new  church  now  has  some  60  members  and  is  per- 
fecting its  organization  while  continuing  to  work  ait  First  Church. 
July  Ist  they  expect  to  move  out  as  a  new  congregation  and  io 
secure  a  full  time  resident  minister.  This  promises  to  become  one 
of  our  fine  churches  in  a  growing  section  of  the  City  of  Charlotte. 
The  Secretary's  Work 

Ross  J.  Allen,  Executive  Secretary  reports  the  following  activ- 
ities for  the  period  July  1,  1959  to  June  30,  1960.  Days  in  the  office 
183,  day  in  the  field  "139,  churches  visited  124,  sermons  delivered 
42,  addresses  28.  A  total  of  26,252  miles  was  traveled,  4,457  per- 
sonal letters  were  written,  85,0(X1  copies  of  the  North  Carolina 
Christian  were  published  and  mailed,  223  office  conferences  were 
held  and  214  field  conferences,  6  ministers  were  installed,  assisted 
in  3  building  dedication  programs.  Taught  in  two  Men's  Retreats. 
Attended  12  District  Meetings,  21  State  meetings  and  12  National 
meetings,  met  in  26  conferences  with  Pulpit  Committees.  Taught 
one  night  each  week  during  the  school  year  at  the  Goldsboro 
Minister's  Training  Institute. 

Camp  Caroline 

Camp  Caroline  continues  to  be  used  extensively  during  the 
summer  months,  with  youth,  Camp  and  Conference  Programs,  and 
also  the  Annual  C.  M.  F.  Retreat  and  the  Retreat  of  the  Ministers. 
Ou"  Third  State-Wide  Planning  Conference  was  held  at  Camp 
Caroline.  In  addition  to  the  above,  many  of  our  local  churches 
used  the  camp  grounds  for  planning  and  other  conferences  during 
the  year. 

A  total  of  $2,866.43  was  received  in  the  Camp  Caroline  fund 
of  which  $1,903.00  was  disbursed  for  new  equipment  and  facilities 
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to  make  Ihe  Camp  more  useful  to  our  youth  and  adults  of  the  slate. 
Mr.  Carlyle  Brinson  of  Arapahoe  continues  to  serve  as  oamp 
custodian  and  is  to  be  highly  commended  for  the  splendid  way  in 
which  he  has  maintained  the  Camp. 

New  State  Office  Building 

In  1958,  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Sam  Bundy  of  Famiville, 
the  men  of  the  ChiusMian  Men's  Fellowship  of  the  State  raised 
the  necessary  funds  to  purcha'se  a  site  at  509  Lee  Street,  Wilson, 
for  a  new  office  building. 

.In  recent  months  a  contract  has  been  let  for  the  erection  of 
a  new  office  building  at  the  cost  of  $25,567.00.  Plans  call  for  the 
completion  if  this  building  and  its  dedication  by  July  1,  1961. 

T"his  is  a  much  needed  and  a  long  awaited  project  in  our 
sta!le,  one  in  which  we  believe  the  churches  and  our  people  will 
be  quite  happy  to  learn  about. 

Negro  Disciples 

Negro  Disciples  in  North  Carolina  compri'se  some  15,000  mem- 
bers in  150  dhurches.  The  coastal  area  work  is  centered  at  the 
Goldsboro  Instituite  under  the  direction  of  C.  L.  Parks.  A  splendid 
auditorium  and  educational  building  has  been  provided  there 
which  serves  as  the  center  for  Institutes,  Youth  Conferences  and 
other  gatherings  of  the  Negro  Disciples.  A  Training  School  for  Negro 
Ministers  is  now  in  its  third  year.  Interest  and  attendance  is  good, 
this  is  a  most  promising  project.  Your  State  iSecretary,  Mr.  Meece 
and  Dr.  Griffith  A.  Hamlin  of  Goldsboro  are  leaching  one  night 
per  week  in  this  school,  this  in  addition  to  three  Negro  Instructors. 

Funds  from  the  State  Society  have  been  appropriated  for  the 
support  of  the  Goldsboro  Institute  and  also  for  the  new  training 
school  for  ministers.  In  addition  to  this,  ministerial  support  has 
been  given  to  one  Negro  pastor  and  funds  from  the  New  Church 
Program  have  assisted  in  the  purchasing  of  one  Negro  Church 
building. 

In  the  western  section  of  the  state,  the  Stale  Society  joins  with 
three  neighboring  states  and  the  United  Christian  Missionary  So- 
ciety in  support  of  W.  H.  Brown  as  an  evangelist  for  the  Tri  State 
Piedmont  Convention. 

The  State  Staff  has  assisted  in  counseling  and  with  materials 
and  guidance  for  Negro  pastors  and  laymen. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

Bernard  C.  Meece,  Director 
A  growing  program  of  Christian  Education  for  persons  seek- 
ing to  grow  in  the  Christian  Life — this  is  the  guiding  name  in  ihe 
Department  of  Christian  Education  for  Christian  Churches  of  North 
Carolina.  It  has  been  worked  at  by  the  State  Christian  Education 
Committee  and  State  Director  of  Christian  Educaion  in  the  past 
year  by  slate  sponsored  program,  special  activities  and  service 
to  the  churches  and  Districts  of  our  state.  Thie  area  of  concern  is 
any  thing  that  helps  to  achieve  the  state  purpose. 
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The  Stale  Director  has  sought  to  give  expression  to  this  through 
his  work  and  time  expenditure.  In  the  past  12  months,  February 
1,  1960,  to  January  31,  1961,  the  following  areas  of  service  are  in- 
dicative of  the  scope  of  work  allempled.  The  Stale  Director  of 
Christian  Education  has  visited  240  churches,  spent  96  days  in  the 
office  and  243  days  in  the  field,  delivei^ed  61  sermons  and  addresses. 
Traveled  a  lolal  of  31,  386  miles,  had  432  conferences  and  attended 
80  stele  and  5  National  meetings.  These  indicate  both  state  sponsor- 
ed program  and  service  to  our  churches.  It  is  hoped  thai  all  can 
look  beyond  the  figures  end  see  the  work  done  in  relation  to  par- 
sons in  our  churches  seeking  opportunity  to  grow  in  the  Christian 
Life. 

Of  interest  is  our  Camp  and  Conference  season  in  1960,  our 
World  Fellowship  Youth  Meets  in  the  Spring  of  1961  and  State 
Youth  Convention.  These  figures  indicate  the  growing  number  oi 
persons  served.  \

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The  Stade  Youth  Convention  held  this  past  December  in  Raleigh 
had  a  total  registraiion  of  330.  Again,  this  activity  proved  to  be 
a  high  point  in  the  year's  program  for  C.  Y.  F.  in  our  sdate. 

There  are  potential  developments  of  interest  in  the  churdhes, 
we  believe.  The  State  Depar,tment  of  Christian  Education  is  looking 
toward  la  new,  more  meaningful  and  much  broader  program  of 
leadersihip  development  for  the  churches  of  our  state.  We  hope  to 
put  this  into  operation  within  the  next  year. 

Another  new  area  of  service  is  to  older  youth  and  young 
adults.  A  Conference  for  this  age  in  the  summer  of  1961  (August 
30-September  4)  at  Camp  Caroline  is  planned.  T"his  is  for  those 
who  have  finished  High  School  up  to  about  age  26. 

In  these  and  other  ways  Christian  Education  tries  to  stay 
alert  to  all  possibilities  to  serve  our  people.  We  hope  to  continue 
in  this  vein.  Your  State  E>irector  of  Christian  Education  feels  it 
has  been  a  rewarding  year  to  the  program.  It  has  been  one  k>  him, 
made  so  by  work  with  the  ministers  land  lay  persons  who  are  in- 
terested in  'Christian  growth,  and  willing  to  work  for  and  witness 
to  a  growing  life  in  Jesus  Chrisit. 

There  are  potential  development  of  interest  to  the  churches. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  CHURCH  DEVELOPMENT 

Arthur  M.  Depew,  Director 

The  Director  of  Church  Development  has  had  responsibility  in 
the  fields  of  Evangelism,  Christian  Men's  Fellowship,  and  the 
Program  of  Advance.  During  the  past  year  he  has  miade  an  effort 
to  attend  the  District  C.  M.  F.  meetings  in  all  lof  the  Districts.  He 
has  accompanied  Mr.  Al  Hofriohter,  represenia'tive  of  the  National 
Department  of  Men's  Work  on  a  tour  of  tihe  state,  at  which  time 
Mr.  Hofrichier  addressed  the  C.  M.  F.  in  each  district.  The  Director 
has  attended  the  National  C.  M.  F.  Advisory  Commission  in  India- 
napolis and  the  International  Convention  in  Louiisville,  Ky. 

The  Director  of  Church  Development  took  pari,  along  with  other 
memibers  of  the  State  Staff  and  of  Atlantic  Christian  College,  in  the 
visitation  of  dhurch  boards  or  finance  committees  throughout  the 
state,  al  which  time  the  Outreach  budget  was  presented.  He  has 
also  made  an  effort  to  attend  the  District  Church  Conventiions  in 
each  of  the  districts  of  the  state. 

Your  Director,  during  the  past  year,  has  visited  170  churches 
(This  numiber  includes  more  than  one  visit  to  a  ohuch  in  some 
cases.)  He  has  traveled  19,493  miles,  spent  116  days  in  the  office 
and  175  in  the  field.  He  has  written  2,048  letters,  preached  142  ser- 
mons, and  held  98  conferences. 

A  large  part  of  the  Director's  work  during  the  past  year  has 
been  with  the  Driskill  Crusade  of  Evangelism.  He  accompanied  Dr. 
Driskill  on  a  tour  of  the  state  to  set  up  the  Crusade  in  eight  areas. 
He  also  devoted  much  lime  to  conferring  with  local  ministers  and 
Church  groups  concerning  the  Crusade.  While  not  all  of  the  churches 
of  the  stale  participated,  the  Director  feels  that  all  of  the  churches 
benefited  from  tihe  Crusade.  Many  cf  the  ministers  have  expressed 
their  desire  to  continue  this  type  of  evanoelism  in  their  churches. 
There  were  only  33  churches  that  actually  put  on  the  program. 
These  churches  had  a  total  of  1,154  additions  up  to  March  20th  and 
all  of  Ihem  are  continuing  their  evangelistic  effort  un-til  Easter.  The 
churches  thai  participated  averaged  35  additions  per  church,  al- 
though 1 1  of  them  did  not  have  a  goal  as  high  as  35.  While  we  have 
not  had  a  report  of  the  evangelistic  activities  of  the  churches  that  did 
not  participate  in  the  Crus&de,  we  know  that  many  of  them  have 
had  campaigns  of  evangelism.  a,nd  we  anticipate  that,  with  the  total 
from  the  Driskill  Crusade  there  will  be  more  than  3,000  additions  to 
our  No^'th  Carolina  churches  this  year.  TTiis  will  double  our  annual 
averaae  for  the  past  decade. 

While  the  Program  of  Advance  is  .still  far  short  of  its  goal  of 
$25,000.00  fo'  the  building  of  new  churches,  one  new  church  has 
been  started  this  year — the  second  church  in  Charlotte,  as  yet  un- 
named. A  fund  of  $10,000.00  has  been  set  aside  to  assist  this 
church  in  the  purchase  of  a  building  isite.  The  Weetview  Church 
of  Wilson,  only  a  little  more  than  a  year  old,  has  doubled  its 
membership  during  the  year  and  now  has  a  membership  in  excess 
of  100.

It  is  noted  from  Exhibit  A  that  at  June  30,  1960,  current  operating 
liabilities  amounted  to  $10,619.65,  representing  an  increase  of 
$3,799.37  over  similar  liabilities  at  the  end  of  the  prior  year,  Such 
increase  in  liabilities,  resulting  primarily  from  an  expansion  of  the 
summer  camping  program,  must  receive  consideration  in  the  in- 
terpretation of  operations  for  the  current  year. 

In  connection  witih  our  examination  we  confirmed  investments 
witlh  Wilson  Home  and  Loan  Association  and  reconciled  cash  on 
deposit  with  the  balance  reflected  in  the  bank  statement.  Recorded 
receipts  were  treced  to  bank  deposits.  All  disbursements  from  the 
Treasurer's  account  were  made  by  checks  under  disbursement  req- 
uisitions approved  by  the  Executive  Secretary  or  as  otherwise 
authorized.  Liabilities  were  detenn.ned  by  examinaton  of  invoice 
files  and  sufosequenl  disbursements  records.  We  made  other  tests  of 
the  accounting  records  as  we  considered  necessary  in  the  circum- 
stances. 

In  our  opinion  the  accom-panying  financial  statements  present 
fairly  the  financial  position  of  the  Society  at  June  30,  1960  and 
together  with  the  above  comments,  properly  reflect  lihe  results  of 
operations  for  the  year  then  ended.

Annual  Report  to  the  Churches  of  North  Carolina 

The  National  Benevolent  Association  was  established  in  1887, 
and  in  1961-62  will  celebrate  its  75th  anniversary  of  service  to  the 
Brotherhiood.  It  h'as  grown  since  the  estoblis'hmen't  of  the  St.  Louis 
Christian  Home  ,  for  Children,  until  there  are  now  17  Homes  in 
Operation.  There  are  10  for  the  Aging,  and  7  for  Children,  with 
the  Home  for  the  Aging  in  Newton,  Kansas,  soon  to  be  in  operation, 
and  the  Woodhaven  Home  for  Exceptional  Children  in  Columbia, 
Missouri,  soon  to  follow.  This  will  m^ake  19  Homes  in  all.  It  is  ex- 
pected that  the  Decade  ahead  will  see  the  establishment  of  addi- 
tional Homes. 

The  N.  B.  A.  is  an  active  participant  in  the  Brotherhood  Decade 
of  Decision  program.  The  financial  goals  for  the  N.  B.  A.  and  its 
19  Homes,  for  the  Decade,  total  about  19  million  dollars  for  Opera- 
tional Needs,  and  about  AVz  million  dollars  for  Capital  Needs, 
as  offerings  from  the  churches.  The  N.  B.  A.  askings  for  Operation 
from  the  churches  for  1961-62  are  $1,255,325.00,  and  the  askings 
for  Capital  Needs  are  $276,542.00. 

The  North  Carolina  offerings  from  the  churches  for  the  year 
1959-60  for  Benevolence  amounted  to  $20,743.00  for  Operational 
expenses.  There  were  no  Capital  askings.  The  North  Carolina  Uni- 
fied Outreach  Committee  recommended  a  goal  of  $24,000  for  the 
current  year  of  1960-61  for  Operation.  For  the  year  1961-62  the 
committee  is  recommending  an  Operational  goal  of  $25,015,  and  a 
Capital  goal  of  $5,465.00. 

Thh  services  rendered  by  the  Homes  of  the  J^.  B.  A.  included 
Orientals,  Latin  Amerdoans,  Negroes,  Indian  Americans,  and  Euro- 
peans. The  number  of  children  served  in  1959-60  totaled  936,  and  the 
numiber  of  aging  people  served  totaled  784.  The  Southern  Chris- 
tian Home  served  88  children,  and  The  Florida  Christian  Home 
served  92  aging  people  during  the  year.  During  the  past  year 
the  N.  B.  A.  served  in  its  Home  2,465,940  meals.  127  nurses  and 
nurses  aids  senred  in  the  hospital  units.  There  are  493  on  the 
"waiting  list"  of  the  Homes.  More  than  30,000  people  have  been 
served  by  the  Homes  since  1887.  During  the  year  1960-61  it  is 
estimated  tha<t  $309,230.00  will  be  spent  on  food;  $90,350.00  for 
medical  care;  and  $19,225.00  for  mortuary  service. 
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"Our  lask  is  a  tremendous  one.  It  is  *he  responsibility  of  the 
Homes  to  take  liMle  children  who  have  had  their  faith  crushed,  and 
to  prepare  them  educationally,  physically,  morally,  and  spiritually, 
to  stand  on  their  own  two  feel,  to  face  the  world  with  courage 
and  confidence,  and  to  lead  such  children  to  love  again.  Our 
responsibility  to  the  aging  men  and  women  goes  beyond  the 
provision  of  food,  shelter,  and  medical  care.  These  are  expensive, 
and  must  be  provided,  but  our  Chrisftian  Obligation  is  to  make 
Hhem  know  they  are  loved,  wanted,  and  appreciated." 

Our  N.  B.  A.  president.  Dr.  Orval  D.  Peterson,  challenges 
us  by  saying,  "As  we  look  ahead,  we  must  have  a  growing  program 
+10  meet  the  growing  needs.  Needis  are  exolodincr  all  about  us.  We 
are  .not  keepina  pace  wlih  the  needs  of  the  Aging,  nor  are  we 
keeping  pace  with  the  needs  of  the  Dependent  Children". 

We  urge  every  church  to  observe  tie  75th  anniversary  of 
the  N.  B.  A.  sometime  during  1961-62.  The  N.  B.  A.  will  supply 
auidance  materials.  We  urgently  request  every  dhurch  to  increase 
its  offerings  to  Operating  costs,  and  also  to  place  an  item  in  the 
budget  for  Capital  needs.  Because  a  branch  of  .the  Atlantic  Ex- 
rressway  will  run  through  the  grounds  of  the  Southern  Christian 
Home,  it  must  .secure  a  new  location  and  re^build  wi'thin  the  near 
future.  That  will  cost  money.  The  Florida  Christian  Home  is  planning 
to  a^ect  a  Staff  Unit,  which  will  enlarge  the  Home's  capacity  to 
receive  Guests.  That  will  cost  several  thousand  dollars.  The  Wood- 
haven  Home  for  Exceptional  Children,  Columbia,  Missouri,  which 
will  be  a  national  Home,  will  be  very  expensive.  The  N.  B.  A.'s 
new  Research  Department  will  greatly  aid  the  local  churches  in 
solving  their  local  Benevolent  problems,  but  it  too  will  cost  money. 

The  National  Benevolent  Association,  land  the  Florida  Christian 
Home,  and  The  Southein  Christian  Home  solicit  your  prayers 
and  your  increaised  offerings.

ATLANTIC  CHRISTIAN  COLLEGE 

This  summary  report  cx>vers  the  1959-60  aoademdc  and  fiscsal 
year  of  the  College  ending  on  August  31,  1960. 

EnroUment 

During  tie  course  of  the  year  the  College  served  the  educa- 
tional needs  of  2,058  ,s:udents.  This  includes  those  enrolled  during 
summer  term  as  well  as  the  regular  students.  The  highest  enroll- 
menit  during  any  given  term  was  1219  for  the  fall  term. 

Facilities 

A  major  building  added  to  the  physical  plant  of  the  College 
was  Hackney  Hall,  residence  hall  for  men.  Erected  at  a  total  cost 
(including  furnishings)  of  $400,000,  the  dormitory  accommodates 
144  men.  Release  of  Caldwell  Hall  formerly  occupied  by  men 
enabled  the  College  to  use  this  facility  as  an  additional  dormitory 
for  women.  It  was  reconditioned,  completely  refurnished  and  now 
tastefully  accommodates  60  women. 

Faculty 

A  total  of  48  full  time  faculty  members  were  engaged  in 
teaching  duties  during  the  year.  Acadiemic  preparation  of  the 
faculty  reached  a  new  level  with  20,  of  full  time  faculty  holding 
doctoral  degrees  as  compared  with  13%  in  1955-56.  The  percentage 
is  expected  to  increase  sharply  during  th  1961-62  academic  year 
wfhen  a  number  of  additional  faculty  members  will  complete  re- 
quiremente  for  doctoral  degrees.

Stories  Behind  the  NBA  Figures 

Budgets  of  NBA  and  the  NBA  Homes  are  not  just  facts 
and  figures!  They  are  .  .  .  the  church's  overflowing  joy  and 
deep  poverty  together  pouring  out  a  flood  of  rich  generosity  .  . 
translated  into  happy  faces  of  1,148  abandoned,  neglected  and 
unwanted  children,  68  distressed  mothers,  and  845  older  persons 
in  our  NBA  Homes  across  the  nation.  2,061  persons  were  served 
for  the  year  which  ended  June  30,  1961.  785  children  and  931 
older  persons  were  referred  elsewhere  for  help;  210  children 
were  returned  to  relatives ;  and  64  children  were  adopted.  Chris- 
tian home  non-resident  care  is  provided  through  qualified  foster 
homes  under  NBA  Homes'  supervision.  500  approved  aging  peo- 
ple were  waiting  to  be  admitted  to  NBA  Homes.  All  NBA  Homes 
operate  to  capacity. 

Tragic  and  stark,  the  need  for  our  great  Benevolent  work 
continues  as  a  challenge  to  our  churches.  Let  us  think  not  only 
of  what  has  been  done !  Let  us  hear  the  cries  of  what  must  still 
be  done! 

We  cherish  the  record  of  4,074  Christian  (Disciples  of 
Christ)  Churches,  who  contributed  $977,770.22  for  the  day-to- 
day care  program  of  the  National  Benevolent  Association  for 
the  year  which  ended  June  30,  1961.  This  fell  short  $206,863.78 
of  the  $1,184,643.00  approved  by  the  Commission  on  Budgets 
and  Promotional  Relationships  of  the  International  Convention 
of  Christian  Churches  for  NBA's  actual  needs. 

During  the  year  which  ended  June  30,  1961,  the  churches 
of  North  Carolina  contributed  $21,158  for  Benevolence,  which 
was  an  increase  of  $776.00. 

Last  year  The  Southern  Christian  Home  served  91  children, 
and  The  Florida  Christian  Home  served  93  aging.  Since  the  SCH 
is  forced  to  move  it  will  need  additional  Capital  Funds.  We  are 
depending  on  the  churches  and  individuals  to  help  us  meet  our 
needs.

The  Year  in  Review 

The  churches  of  North  Carolina  continue  to  gain  in  their 
giving  for  Outreach  through  Unified  Promotion.  During  the 
year  1960-61  a  total  of  $150,623  was  given.  This  was  a  gain  of 
$10,035  or  7.14%  over  1959-60.  Although  not  reaching  our 
total  goal  for  Unified  Promotion,  this  does  represent  a  steady 
and  consistent  growth  in  giving  on  the  part  of  our  churches. 

Receipts  for  the  Program  of  Advance  amounted  to  $12,170, 
of  which  $2,020  was  sent  to  the  United  Society  for  new  church 
work  at  home  and  abroad.  In  North  Carolina  $1,035  was  paid  on 
the  obligation  yet  due  on  the  Bethany-Asheville  Church  proper- 
ty. $900.00  was  paid  on  salary  of  the  Director  of  Church  De- 
velopment. As  the  year  closed  an  allocation  of  $10,000  to  the 
Eastway  Church  at  Charlotte  awaited  only  the  closing  of  their 
property  transaction. 

The  Program  of  Advance  continues  to  challenge  our  churches 
to  an  adequate  vision  of  enlargement  in  a  growing  North  Caro- 
lina. 

The  Churches  of  North  Carolina  continue  to  improve  their 
buildings  with  new  sanctuaries,  better  educational  equipment, 
and  homes  for  their  ministers. 

New  sanctuaries  have  been  built  at  First  Church,  Spray; 
Stokes ;  Bee  Tree,  Black  Mountain ;  Southwest,  Kinston ;  Gold 
Point,  Robersonville ;  and  Eureka.  Educational  buildings  have 
been  provided  at  Otway,  Beaufort;  First  Christian  Church, 
Jacksonville;  First  Christian  Church,  Washington;  Bethany 
Jasper  and  Wheat  Swamp. 

The  following  churches  are  in  the  process  of  planning  or 
construction  of  new  buildings:  Eastway,  Charlotte;  St.  Paul's, 
Raleigh;  Westview,  Wilson  and  Goldsboro. 

In  April  of  1961,  Arthur  M.  Depew  resigned  as  Director  of 
Church  Development  to  accept  a  pastorate  in  Florida.  Mr.  Wil- 
bur Wallace,  pastor  of  our  Robersonville  Church  for  the  past 
nine  years  was  called  to  succeed  Mr.  Depew  and  began  his  work 
on  July  1st,  1961. 

Report  of  New  and  Mission  Churches 

FAYETTEVILLE— The  Fayetteville  Church  has  had  some 
unfortunate  internal  difficulties  during  the  past  year,  but  has 
now  rallied  and  is  doing  splendid  work  under  the  leadership  of 
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Dr.  H.  0.  Wilson,  ad  interim  minister,  while  negotiations  are  un- 
derway for  a  permanent  leader.  The  church  membership  now 
stands  at  138. 

SMITHFIELD— The  Smithfield  Church  has  now  moved  to 
their  new  site  where  they  dedicated  a  fine  new  $42,000  first 
unit  on  July  1st  1961.  Billy  R.  Bennett  has  resigned  as  minister 
to  accept  a  call  to  the  Northwest  Church  at  Kinston.  Mr.  John  R. 
Browning  has  been  called  to  succeed  Mr.  Bennett  and  will  begin 
his  work  on  June  1st. 

JACKSONVILLE — The  Jacksonville  congregation  has  sold 
its  old  property  and  are  meeting  temporarily  in  a  local  theater 
as  construction  is  underway  on  the  first  three  units  of  their  total 
building  program.  These  units  are  rapidly  being  completed  and 
the  church  hopes  to  move  in  before  too  long.  A  new  parsonage 
has  been  built  and  is  now  occupied  by  the  pastor,  Don  Weaver. 
During  the  past  year  there  were  25  additions  by  baptism  and  36 
by  transfer.  It  has  a  total  membership  of  166. 

MOREHEAD  CITY— Mr.  H.  C.  Hilliard,  Sr.  has  returned 
to  North  Carolina  from  Mullens,  W.  Va.  to  accept  the  work  at 
Morehead  City  beginning  on  July  1,  1961.  The  church  is  moving 
forward  steadily  under  his  leadership.  The  church  reports  a 
membership  of  75. 

HIGH  POINT  (CENTRAL)— Mr.  Stamey  Teachey  has  been 
giving  the  High  Point  Church  splendid  leadership  over  the  past 
several  years.  Prospects  are  now  bright  for  the  completion  of 
new  educational  space  which  has  been  badly  needed  for  a  long 
while.  The  church  reports  16  baptisms  and  6  by  transfer  with  a 
total  of  136  members. 

SUNSET  HILLS,  RALEIGH— Roger  Westmoreland  served 
this  church  as  ad  interim  pastor  following  the  resignation  of  C. 
Fain  Stone.  On  September  10th,  C.  Linwood  Coleman,  from  West 
Point,  Va.  was  called  and  began  his  work  as  the  new  leader  of 
the  Sunset  Hills  Church.  During  the  past  year  there  were  4 
additions  by  baptism  and  16  by  transfer  with  the  present  mem- 
bership now  being  132. 

GASTONIA — We  regret  to  announce  that  the  work  at  Gas- 
tonia  has  been  declining  steadily  during  the  past  few  years  due 
to  a  number  of  unforeseen  circumstances.  In  January  of  1962, 
the  congregation  voted  to  turn  the  property  back  to  the  State 
Society  and  to  discontinue  this  work.  Present  plans  call  for  the 
sale  of  the  property  and  the  reinvestnient  of  these  funds  in 
other  mission  opportunities  of  our  state. 

WAYSIDE,  LINCOLNTON— Mr.  E.  B.  Quick  of  Rock  Hill, 
South  Carolina,  continues  to  lead  this  congregation  in  a  fine 
way.  During  the  year  there  were  5  additions  by  baptism  and  one 
by  statement.  The  membership  now  stands  at  77. 

NORTHWEST,  KINSTON  —  The  Northwest  Christian 
Church  of  Kinston  climaxed  four  years  of  steady  growth  in  the 
dedication  of  the  first  four  units  oi  their  new  building  on  June 
4th,  1961.  W.  O.  Haney,  who  had  led  this  church  since  its  be- 
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ginning  in  a  wonderful  way  resigned  to  accept  a  pastorate  in 
Maryland.  Mr.  Billy  R.  Bennett,  Smithfield  has  been  called  as 
his  successor,  beginning  his  work  there  on  February  4,  1962. 
This  fine  church  now  has  301  members  and  reports  6  additions 
by  baptism  and  13  by  transfer  during  the  past  year. 

HOOKER  MEMORIAL  (GREENVILLE)— Mr.  Tom  Money 
continues  to  lead  this  fine  congregation  having  been  its  pastor 
since  its  beginning  in  October  1957.  The  church  now  has  two 
of  its  units  completed  and  is  steadily  moving  forward  in  a  fine 
program.  During  the  past  year  they  report  11  additions  by  bap- 
tism and  31  by  transfer  and  now  have  a  membership  of  176. 

BETHANY  (ASHEVILLE)  —  This  new  congregation  has 
been  handicapped  from  lack  of  resident  leadership.  Two  laymen 
from  First  Church  Asheville  have  been  taking  turns  serving 
them  and  the  work  shows  increasing  promise.  Plans  are  under- 
way for  a  revival  in  the  near  future  and  hopes  for  securing  a 
permanent  pastor  are  good.  The  membership  is  now  25. 

ST.  PAUL'S  (RALEIGH)— This  two  year  old  congregation 
has  now  purchased  and  paid  for  a  new  site  in  northwest  Raleigh 
and  has  completed  plans  for  their  first  unit.  They  expect  to 
start  construction  in  the  near  future.  Dr.  Fred  West  continues 
to  serve  as  pastor.  During  the  past  year  there  were  11  additions 
by  baptism  and  12  by  transfer.  Their  present  membership  is 
now  225. 

WESTVIEW  (WILSON)— This  two  year  old  congregation 
continues  to  show  steady  growth  under  the  leadership  of  H.  C. 
Hilliard,  Jr.  Plans  are  to  complete  payment  on  site  this  year 
and  start  construction  the  first  of  1963.  An  architect  is  now 
working  on  building  plans.  The  present  membership  is  126. 

EASTWAY  (CHARLOTTE)— This  new  congregation  con- 
tinues to  show  splendid  progress  under  the  leadership  of  David 
Blackwood.  They  have  secured  and  paid  for  a  fine  site  on  East- 
way  Drive  and  plans  are  underway  to  start  construction  in  the 
near  future.  They  now  have  a  membership  of  102. 

MACEDONIA  (WILSON)— This  new  negro  congregation 
sponsored  by  the  State  Society  continues  to  show  fine  growth 
under  the  leadership  of  D.  C.  Artis.  They  have  outgrown  present 
space  and  the  State  Society  has  granted  an  allocation  of  funds 
for  the  erection  of  additional  educational  space.  The  present 
Sunday  School  enrollment  is  79  and  the  membership  51. 

SECOND  CHURCH  (FARMVILLE)  —  This  is  the  second 
negro  church  to  be  sponsored  by  the  State  Society.  It  has  only 
been  organized  a  few  months  but  now  has  a  membership  of  over 
50  with  a  thriving  Church  School.  Mr.  C.  L.  Parks  who  will 
retire  as  Director  of  the  Goldsboro  Institute  this  fall  will  as- 
sume the  pastorship  of  this  new  congregation.  The  State  So- 
ciety plans  to  assist  this  group  in  the  Program  of  Advance  Funds 
and  also  ministerial  support. 
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THE  SECRETARY'S  WORK 


Ross  J.  Allen,  Executive  Secretary  reports  the  following 
activities  for  the  period  July  1,  1960  to  June  30,  1961.  Days  in 
the  office  189,  days  in  the  field  125,  churches  visited  135,  ser- 
mons delivered  34,  addresses  36.  A  total  of  38,066  miles  was 
traveled  during  the  year.  A  total  of  2,592  personal  letters  were 
written,  82,500  copies  of  the  North  Carolina  Christian  were 
published  and  mailed,  365  office  conferences  were  held  and  306 
field  conferences,  5  ministers  were  installed,  one  new  church 
organized,  assisted  in  the  ordination  of  4  ministers  and  also  in 
the  dedicaton  of  4  new  church  buldings.  Attended  11  District 
Meetings,  48  state  meetings  and  13  area  and  national  meetings, 
held  12  conferences  with  Pulpit  Committees,  visited  30  churches 
in  connection  with  Outreach  Goals.  Taught  one  night  each  week 
during  the  school  year  at  the  Goldsboro  Minister's  Training  In- 
stitute. During  July  and  early  August,  Mrs.  Allen  and  your 
secretary  enjoyed  a  tour  of  Europe  and  was  privileged  to  at- 
tend the  World  Convention  of  Christian  Churches  at  Edinburgh, 
Scotland.  This  experience  made  possible  by  our  North  Carolina 
Churches  and  friends  was  greatly  enjoyed  and  appreciated. 

CAMP  CAROLINE 

Camp  Caroline  continues  to  be  used  extensively  during  the 
summer  months,  with  youth  Camp  and  Conference  programs 
and  also  the  Annual  CMF  Retreat  and  the  Retreat  of  the  Min- 
isters. Our  Fourth  State-Wide  Planning  Conference  was  held 
at  Camp  Caroline.  In  addition  to  the  above,  many  of  our  local 
churches  used  the  camp  grounds  for  planning  and  other  con- 
ferences during  the  year. 

A  total  of  $2,769.71  was  received  in  the  Camp  Caroline  fund 
during  the  year,  this  was  used  for  improvements  and  mainten- 
ance of  the  camp  and  also  for  purchasing  of  new  equipment  so 
that  the  camp  might  be  more  useful  to  our  youth  and  adults  in 
a  state-wide  program.  Mr.  Carlyle  Brinson  of  Arapahoe  con- 
tinues to  serve  as  camp  custodian  and  is  to  be  highly  commended 
for  the  splendid  way  in  which  he  has  maintained  the  camp. 
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NEW  STATE  OFFICE  BUILDING 


In  1958,  the  North  CaroUna  Christian  Men's  Fellowship 
raised  funds  for  the  purchase  of  a  site  for  a  State  Office  Build- 
ing at  509  W.  Lee  Street,  Wilson. 

In  the  spring  of  1961,  a  contract  was  let  for  the  construction 
of  a  new  building.  On  July  16,  1961,  the  new  building  was  dedi- 
cated at  a  cost  of  $25,800  plus  furnishings  of  $1,500  or  a  total 
of  $27,300. 

A  loan  of  $20,000  was  secured  from  Atlantic  Christian  Col- 
lege permanent  funds  to  finance  this  project.  This  is  being  re- 
tired as  funds  come  in  from  our  churches  designated  for  the 
new  office  building. 

This  is  a  much  needed  and  long  awaited  project  in  our  state. 
It  now  means  that  we  have  adequate  facilities  for  rendering  a 
service  to  our  churches  and  one  that  we  believe  our  people  are 
proud  of  and  will  find  adequate  and  useful  for  many  years  to 
come. 

NEGRO  DISCIPLES 

Negro  Disciples  in  North  Carolina  comprise  some  15,000 
members  in  150  churches.  The  coastal  area  work  is  centered  at 
the  Goldsboro  Institute  under  the  direction  of  C.  L.  Parks.  A 
splendid  auditorium  and  educational  building  has  been  provided 
there  which  serves  as  a  center  for  Institutes,  Youth  Conferences, 
and  other  gatherings  of  the  Negro  Disciples.  A  Training  School 
for  Negro  Ministers  is  now  in  its  fourth  year.  Interest  and  at- 
tendance is  good,  this  is  a  most  promising  project.  Your  State 
Secretary,  Mr.  Meece  and  Rev.  Alvin  B.  Amos  of  Goldsboro  are 
teaching  one  night  per  week  in  this  school,  this  in  addition  to 
three  Negro  Instructors. 

Funds  from  the  State  Society  have  been  appropriated  for 
the  support  of  the  Goldsboro  Institute  and  also  for  the  new 
training  school  for  ministers.  In  addition  to  this;  ministerial 
support  has  been  given  to  one  Negro  pastor  and  funds  from  the 
New  Church  Program  have  assisted  in  the  purchasing  of  one 
Negro  Church  building. 

In  the  western  section  of  the  state,  the  State  Society  joins 
with  three  neighboring  states  and  the  United  Christian  Mis- 
sionary Society  in  support  of  W.  H.  Brown  as  an  evangelist  for 
the  Ti;i  State  Piedmont  Convention. 

The  State  Staff  has  assisted  in  counseling  and  with  ma- 
terials and  guidance  for  Negro  pastors  and  laymen. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 


Bernard  C.  Meece,  Director 

A  growing  program  of  Christian  Education  for  persons 
seeking  to  grow  in  the  Christian  Life — this  is  the  guiding  aim 
in  the  Department  of  Christian  Educaton  for  Christian  Churches 
of  North  CaroHna.  The  planning  and  programs  of  the  State 
Christian  Education  Committee  and  of  the  State  Director  of 
Christian  Education  in  all  phases  of  the  work  are  aimed  at 
achieving  that  aim.  The  scope  of  activities  undertaken  in  order 
to  more  nearly  realize  this  aim  included  state  sponsored  pro- 
grams, special  activities  and  service  to  the  churches  and  Dis- 
tricts of  our  state. 

The  State  Director  has  sought  to  give  expression  to  this 
through  his  work  and  time  expenditure.  In  the  period  of  Feb- 
ruary 1,  1961,  through  April  5,  1962,  the  following  areas  of 
service  are  indicative  of  the  scope  of  work  atterapted.  The 
State  Director  of  Christian  Education  has  visited  280  churches, 
spent  134  days  in  the  office,  and  264  days  in  the  field,  delivered 
78  sermons  and  addresses.  He  has  traveled  a  total  of  40,245 
miles,  had  688  conferences  and  attended  92  state  and  8  Na- 
tional meetings.  These  indicate  both  state  sponsored  program 
and  service  to  our  churches.  It  is  hoped  that  all  can  look  beyond 
the  figures  and  see  the  work  done  in  relation  to  persons  in  our 
churches  seeking  to  grow  in  the  Christian  Life. 

Of  special  interest  in  our  Camp  and  Conference  season  in 
1961,  our  World  Fellowship  Youth  Meets  in  the  Spring  of  1962, 
and  State  Youth  Convention.  Again,  these  figures  are  given 
as  an  indication  of  the  growing  number  of  persons  seeking 
personal  growth  in  the  Christian  Life.

The  State  Youth  Convention  was  held  in  August  this  past 
year  on  the  campus  of  Atlantic  Christian  College  in  Wilson. 
The  change  in  date  and  sight  was  necessitated  by  the  increas- 
ingly large  registration  that  we  have  been  having  for  this 
activity.  Some  360  C.Y.F.  young  people  and  their  adult  sponsors 
gathered  for  this  latest  Youth  Convention.  The  stature  of  our 
State  C.Y.F.  Convention  has  grown  steadily  across  the  years 
until  it  occupies  a  most  meaningful  place  in  the  life  of  our 
State  C.Y.F.  Program. 

One  of  the  very  promising  new  developments  is  in  the 
area  of  Adult  Christian  Education.  The  Christian  Board  of 
Publication  released  this  year  new  adult  materials  entitled 
Christian  Discipleship  Series.  This  new  series  is  more  than  just 
materials,  but  embodies  a  whole  new  concept  of  Adult  Educa- 
tion. Our  state  has  already  worked  with  several  ministers  and 
lay  persons  in  many  churches  giving  them  training  for  these 
materials.  In  addition,  further  training  opportunities  are  an- 
ticipated so  that  as  our  churches  want  to  use  this  material 
they  will  be  adequately  prepared  for  it. 

The  State  Department  of  Christian  Education  is  looking 
toward  a  more  meaningful  and  broader  program  of  leadership 
development  for  the  churches  of  our  state.  This  new  development 
in  leadership  education  will  be  church-wide  in  scope.  Much 
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thinking  and  planning  has  already  gone  into  this  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  this  will  be  in  operation  in  our  state  in  the 
not  too  distant  future. 

Since  this  is  the  last  report  that  I  will  be  making  to  the 
churches,  I  cannot  refrain  from  a  personal  word  at  this  point. 
The  4 1 years  I  have  served  as  State  Director  of  Christian 
Education  for  North  Carolina  Christian  Churches  have  been 
extremely  fruitful  and  meaningful  ones  to  me.  We  have  seen  a 
very  fine  growth  in  the  number  of  persons  attending  various 
activities  and  have  increased  the  number  of  all  activities  in  order 
to  accommodate  the  people.  Statistics  revealed  earlier  in  the 
report  and  in  previous  reports  give  indication  of  the  scope  of 
work  in  terms  of  miles  traveled,  persons  talked  with,  churches 
visited  and  other  such  criteria.  The  statistics  reveal,  at  the 
very  least,  a  very  busy  41/2  years.  In  a  very  real  sense,  these 
statistics  are  not  the  measure  of  the  work  that  has  been  done 
in  the  past  4^^  years. 

As  I  look  back  upon  these  years,  I  would  much  rather  think 
of  them  in  terms  of  the  very  fine  reception  that  the  churches 
and  members  of  our  churches  have  given  to  our  efforts  to 
provide  meaningful  experiences  in  Christian  Education  for  the 
youth  and  adults  of  our  churches ;  to  the  wonderful  spirit  of 
cooperation  that  has  prevailed  on  the  part  of  our  ministers  and 
many  lay  people  who  have  been  asked  to  serve  in  various 
aspects  of  the  program ;  to  the  wonderful  spirit  that  has  been 
displayed  by  the  youth  of  our  churches  as  they  have  partici- 
pated in  the  program ;  to  the  high  caliber  of  commitment  to  the 
cause  of  Jesus  Christ  that  has  been  shown  by  the  State  C.Y.F. 
officers  and  members  of  the  Christian  Education  Committee, 
and  members  of  the  State  Board  of  Managers,  these  being  the 
persons  with  whom  I  have  worked  most  closely  these  years. 
In  the  past  year,  as  well  as  the  entire  4i  2  years  of  service  to 
our  North  Carolina  Churches,  I  cannot  help  but  feel  some  very 
real  satisfactions  that  have  come  because  of  the  work  that  has 
been  attempted  and  accomplished  and  the  ever  present  com- 
mittment of  hundreds  of  our  people  across  the  state.  It  has 
been  a  most  meaningful  service  to  myself,  made  so  largely  by 
work  with  the  ministers  and  other  persons  of  our  state  who 
are  interested  in  Christian  growth  and  willing  to  work  for  and 
witness  to  the  growing  life  in  Jesus  Christ.  We  thank  God 
for  His  ever  present  witness  in  His  son  that  has  sustained  us 
in  this  work  in  which  we  have  ever  attempted  to  witness  to  in 
the  persons  served,  the  programs  planned  and  the  activities 
that  have  been  carried  out.  It  is  my  prayer  that  His  grace  and 
love  may  sustain  and  guide  us  as  we  seek  further  to  witness  to 
the  full  life  in  Jesus  Christ. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  CHURCH  DEVELOPMENT 


Wilbur  Wallace,  Director 

The  Director  of  Church  Development,  since  assuming  this 
work  on  July  1,  has  been  endeavoring  to  become  acquainted 
with  the  churches  across  the  state  as  rapidly  as  possible,  having 
attended  meetings  in  69  different  churches  during  the  first 
nine  months,  and  having  been  in  several  of  these  churches  on 
more  than  one  occasion.  He  has  had  responsibility  in  the  areas 
of  Christian  Men's  Fellowship,  Evangelism  and  Stewardship. 

As  Director  of  Men's  Work,  he  directed  the  two  State 
C.  M.  F.  Retreats  held  last  August,  one  at  Camp  Caroline,  the 
other  at  Christmount.  He  arranged  the  tour  and  accompanied 
Mr.  Doyle  Zaring,  prominent  layman  of  Indianapolis,  who  spoke 
to  the  church  leadership  in  five  centers  across  the  state.  He 
has  attempted  to  attend  all  District  C.  M.  F.  meetings  and  a 
number  of  local  C.  M.  F.  meetings.  He  has  helped  to  organize 
one  new  C.  M.  F. 

In  the  area  of  Stewardship,  he  has  visited  many  of  the 
churches  and  presented  the  World  Outreach  Goals  to  the 
Church  Boards.  He  also  helped  to  organize  and  shared  in  the 
World  Outreach  Visitation  to  about  60  churches,  in  which 
various  agencies  in  North  Carolina  participated. 

In  the  realm  of  Evangelism,  he  organized  the  Inner-Mission 
on  Evangelism,  in  which  thirty  ministers,  together  with  Mr. 
Donald  Salmon,  national  director  of  evangelism,  faced  together 
this  primary  concern  of  the  church. 

The  Director  of  Church  Development  attended  an  Orienta- 
tion Meeting,  in  Indianapolis,  and  the  International  Convention, 
in  Kansas  City,  Missouri.  He  directed  a  Chi  Rho  Camp,  supplied 
in  the  Goldsboro  Institute  School,  and  assisted  in  various  other 
phases  of  the  brotherhood  work.

It  is  noted  from  Exhibit  **A"  that  at  June  30,  1961,  current 
operating-  liabilities  amounted  to  $10,303.09,  representing  a  de- 
crease of  $316.56  from  similar  liabilities  at  the  end  of  the  prior 
year.  Such  decrease  in  liabilities  must  receive  consideration  in 
the  interpretation  of  operations  for  the  current  year. 

In  connection  with  our  examination  we  confirmed  invest- 
ments with  Wilson  Home  and  Loan  Association  and  reconciled 
cash  on  deposit  with  the  balance  reflected  in  the  bank  state- 
ment. Recorded  receipts  were  traced  to  bank  deposits.  All  dis- 
bursements from  the  Treasurer's  account  were  made  by  checks 
under  disbursement  requisitions  approved  by  the  Executive 
Secretary  or  as  otherwise  authorized.  Liabilities  were  deter- 
mined by  examination  of  invoice  files  and  subsequent  disburse- 
ment records.  We  made  other  tests  of  the  accounting  records  as 
we  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

In  our  opinion  the  accompanying  financial  statements  pre- 
sent fairly  the  financial  position  of  the  Society  at  June  30,  1961 
and  together  with  the  above  comments,  properly  reflect  the 
results  of  operations  for  the  year  then  ended.

ATLANTIC  CHRISTIAN  COLLEGE 
1960-61 


Enrollment  during  the.  1960-61  fall  term  declined  by  7.5% 
below  that  of  the  1959-60  fall  term.  This  resulted  in  part  from 
our  somewhat  more  selective  admissions  ^^licy.  This  policy 
reflects  the  College's  attempt  to  insure  those  who  help  make 
our  program  possible  that  the  money  they  make  available  to 
the  College  will  be  invested  in  students  who  can  profit  most  by 
a  college  education. 

Students  from  16  states  and  six  foreign  countries  enrolled. 
Enrollment  from  North  Carolina  was  1030.  Representation  from 
16  denominations  were  enrolled.  Disciple  of  Christ  numbered 
177  and  ranked  third  among  denominations  represented. 

Twenty-four  percent  of  the  teaching  faculty  held  doctoral 
degrees — as  compared  with  13%  in  1956-57.

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RESOLUTION 

E.  B.  Wichard 

Concerning  Support  of  Atlantic  Christian  College  as  it  faces 

social  change 

WHEREAS  the  Christian  Churches  (Disciples  of  Christ)  of 
North  Carolina  have  a  special  concern  and  responsibility  for 
Atlantic  Christian  College,  though  it  serves  the  entire  Brother- 
hood and  a  constituency  that  goes  far  beyond  the  limits  of  our 
own  brotherhood ;  and 

WHEREAS  all  institutions  of  this  type  are  facing  problems  of 
great  social  change  which  challenges  the  Christian  conscience 
in  matters  of  race ;  and 

WHEREAS  there  is  a  growing  awareness  that  the  Church 
should  lead,  rather  than  merely  follow,  in  demonstrating  Chris- 
tian love  and  concern  for  all  persons,  because  of  the  teachings 
of  our  Lord  about  love  and  the  sacredness  of  human  personality ; 
and 

WHEREAS  other  major  denominations  have  been  motivated  by 
Christian  conscience  to  remove  racial  restrictions  on  admissions ; 
and 

WHEREAS  our  Brotherhood  in  Resolution  No.  65,  passed  by 
the  International  Convention  Assembly  in  Los  Angeles,  Sep- 
tember 30  -  October  4,  1962,  has  asked  all  colleges  of  our  Brother- 
hood "to  open  their  doors  to  all  qualified  students  without 
regard  to  race" ;  and 

WHEREAS  the  Administration  and  Trustees  of  Atlantic  Chris- 
tian College  look  to  the  Christian  Churches  of  our  state  and 
their  members,  for  support,  and  guidance  in  formulating  the 
policies  of  the  College ; 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  1963  Convention  of 
North  Carolina  Christian  Churches  (Disciples  of  Christ)  as- 
sembled in  New  Bern,  N.  C,  April  26  -  28,  1963,  urges  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  Atlantic  Christian  College  to  take  steps  to  amend 
the  College  Charter,  which  now  limits  enrollment  to  "members 
of  the  Caucasion  race,"  and  thus  give  the  Trustees  and  Admin- 
istration of  the  College  greater  freedom  and  flexibility  in  ad- 
mitting qualified  students. 
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BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  this  Convention  expresses 
its  confidence  that  the  Administration,  Trustees,  and  Faculty 
of  Atlantic  Christian  College  will  strive  constantly  to  formulate 
policies  for  the  College  that  are  in  harmony  with  the  highest 
Christian  principles  of  love  and  brotherhood,  and  we  pledge  to 
them  our  continued  and  increasing  support  as  they  seek  to 
guide  the  College  in  its  adjustment  to  changing  social  patterns 
and  a  new  awareness  of  the  requirements  of  Christian  love  and 
concern  for  all  mankind,  as  expressed  by  Paul  in  the  New  Testa- 
ment: "There  is  neither  Jew  nor  Greek,  there  is  neither  slave 
nor  free,  there  is  neither  male  nor  female ;  for  you  are  all  one 
in  Christ  Jesus."  (Galatians  3:28)

ANNUAL  REPORT

1.  ADMINISTRATION  SECTION 

Ross  J.  Allen,  Executive  Secretary 
The  Year  in  Review 

The  churches  of  North  Carolina  continue  to  gain  in  their 
giving  for  Outreach  through  Unified  Promotion.  During  the 
year  1961-62  a  total  of  $163,032  was  given.  This  was  a  gain  of 
$12,408  over  1960-61  or  8.86%.  Although  not  reaching  our  total 
goal  for  Unified  Promotion,  this  does  represent  a  steady  and 
consistent  growth  in  giving  on  the  part  of  our  churches. 

Receipts  for  the  Program  of  Advance  amounted  to  $13,444, 
of  which  $2,688  was  sent  to  the  United  Society  for  new  church 
work  at  home  and  abroad.  In  North  Carolina  during  the  year 
1961-62,  the  following  churches  were  assisted  from  this  fund: 
Charlotte-Eastway  $10,000 ;  Westview-Wilson  $5,000.  Macedonia, 
Wilson  $1,000  and  Bethany-Asheville  $675.00. 

The  Program  of  Advance  continues  to  challenge  our 
churches  to  an  adequate  vision  of  enlargement  in  a  growing 
North  Carolina. 

The  churches  of  North  Carolina  continue  to  improve  their 
buildings  with  new  sanctuaries,  better  educational  equipment 
and  homes  for  their  ministers. 

During  the  year  new  structures  were  erected  at  Smithfield, 
Silver  Hill,  Otway,  Jacksonville,  First-Spray,  and  Washington. 
Parsonages  were  erected  at  Timothy,  Oak  City  and  Winterville. 

New  buildings  are  either  under  construction  or  planned  for 
Goldsboro,  Westview-  Wilson,  St.  Paul-Raleigh,  High  Point  and 
Wilmington. 

In  April  of  1962,  Bernard  C.  Meece,  Director  of  Christian 
Education  resigned  to  accept  a  pastorate  at  Deland,  Fla.  While 
we  were  sorry  to  see  the  Meeces  leave  North  Carolina;  yet  we 
were  happy  to  secure  the  services  of  Mr.  Charles  E.  Pieratt  of 
Macon,  Georgia  as  our  new  Director  who  began  his  work  on 
June  1st,  1962. 
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Report  of  New  and  Mission  Churches 

FAYETTEVILLE— Dr.  and  Mrs.  H.  0.  Wilson  served  as 
ad  interim  pastors  for  the  Fayetteville  Church  for  several 
months  during  which  time  the  church  advanced  in  a  very  fine 
way  and  was  well  prepared  for  the  coming  of  David  Darnell 
as  its  new  pastor  on  August  15th,  1962.  Since  his  coming  the 
church  has  continued  to  grow  and  to  hold  forth  a  very  promising 
future.  The  church  membership  is  now  140. 

SMITHFIELD— The  Smithfield  Church  under  the  leader- 
ship of  Mr.  John  R.  Browning  since  June  1st,  1962,  has  been 
showing  splendid  growth.  The  attendance  already  threatens 
to  fill  their  new  building  to  capacity.  The  membership  now 
stands  at  83. 

JACKSONVILLE  —  The  Jacksonville  congregation  moved 
into  their  new  buildings  on  June  10th,  1962.  Don  Weaver  re- 
signed as  pastor  in  July  and  Dr.  and  Mrs.  H.  0.  Wilson  have 
been  serving  that  church  as  ad  interim  since  that  time. 

Glowing  accounts  are  heard  concerning  the  number  of  ad- 
ditions and  the  attendance  which  has  taken  place  under  their 
leadership. 

Mr.  Dennis  Smith  of  Texas  has  accepted  a  call  to  Jackson- 
ville and  is  now  on  the  field.  The  membership  of  the  Jackson- 
ville Church  now  stands  at  160. 

MOREHEAD  CITY  —  Mr.  tt.  C.  Hilliard,  Sr.,  has  been  lead- 
ing this  church  in  a  fine  way  since  his  return  from  West 
Virginia. 

This  church  has  suffered  from  the  removal  of  a  number  of 
its  members  to  other  communities.  The  membership  now  stands 
at  90. 

HIGH  POINT  (CENTRAL)  —  Mr.  Stamey  Teachey,  the 
pastor  of  the  High  Point  Church  suffered  a  heart  attack  last 
summer  and  was  incapacitated  for  some  two  months. 

We  are  happy  to  report  that  he  has  recovered  from  his 
illness  and  is  now  leading  this  church  in  a  fine  way.  They  are 
rapidly  pushing  forward  in  their  plans  for  construction  of  a 
new  building.  The  membership  of  this  church  is  now  reported 
as  130. 

SUNSET  HILLS,  RALEIGH— Mr.  C.  Linwood  Coleman  has 
been  leading  this  church  during  the  past  two  years.  It  has  suf- 
fered as  has  so  many  of  our  churches,  from  removals  from  the 
city,  nevertheless,  we  believe  its  future  is  still  a  promising  one. 
During  the  year  there  were  6  additions  by  baptism.  The  member- 
ship now  stands  at  130. 
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WAYSIDE,  LINCOLNTON— Mr.  E.  B.  Quick  of  Rock  Hill, 
South  Carolina  had  been  leading  this  congregation  in  a  fine  way 
during  the  past  few  years.  However,  his  untimely  death  has 
been  a  great  blow  to  this  small  congregation.  During  the  interim, 
the  pulpit  is  being  supplied  by  the  lay  leaders  from  Charlotte. 


They  report  a  membership  of  79. 

NORTHWEST,  KINSTON  —  The  Northwest  Christian 
Church  of  Kinston  continues  to  develop  into  a  strong  congrega- 
tion under  the  leadership  of  Billy  R.  Bennett,  who  began  his 
work  there  on  February  4th,  1962.  During  the  year  the  church 
reported  22  additions  by  baptism  and  18  transfers  with  a  present 
membership  of  312. 

HOOKER  MEMORIAL,  GREENVILLE— Mr.  Tom  Money 
continues  to  lead  this  fine  congregation  having  been  its  pastor 
since  its  beginning  in  1957.  With  their  fine  new  buildings  they 
are  steadily  developing  a  strong  program.  During  the  year,  3 
members  were  received  by  baptism  and  21  by  transfer.  The 
present  membership  is  now  134. 

BETHANY  ( ASHE VILLE)— This  congregation  continues 
to  carry  on  under  the  leadership  of  laymen  and  has  been  slowly 
increasing  in  attendance  and  membership.  Plans  are  now  under 
way  for  a  new  pastor  which  it  is  hoped  can  be  located  on  the 
field  before  the  summer  months.  There  were  three  additions 
during  the  year  with  a  membership  now  of  21. 

ST.  PAUL'S  (RALEIGH)— This  three  year  old  congregation 
has  now  purchased  and  paid  for  a  site  in  northwest  Raleigh 
and  will  start  construction  this  spring  on  their  first  units,  which 
they  hope  to  occupy  by  fall.  During  the  year  four  new  members 
were  received,  making  their  present  membership  now  214. 

WESTVIEW  (WILSON)— This  three  year  old  congregation 
continues  to  show  steady  growth  under  the  leadership  of  H.  C. 
Hilliard,  Jr.  A  new  site  has  been  purchased  and  paid  for  and 
two  units  of  their  new  buildings  are  under  construction.  Plans 
are  to  occupy  these  late  this  summer. 

29  members  were  received  during  the  past  year.  The  present 
membership  is  now  140. 

EASTWAY  (CHARLOTTE)  —  This  new  congregation  re- 
ceived a  tragic  blow  in  the  unfortunate  passing  of  their  young 
minister  and  wife,  however,  they  have  rallied  bravely  and  are 
pushing  forward  with  their  program.  Billy  Thomas  of  the  Wil- 
liamston  Church  is  now  serving  as  ad  interim  minister.  Con- 
struction will  start  on  their  new  buildings  early  this  summer. 
During  the  year  52  new  members  were  received  making  their 
membership  now  109. 


It  is  hoped  that  new  leadershi. 


be  secured  in  the  near  future. 
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MACEDONIA  (WILSON)— This  new  Negro  congregation 
sponsored  by  the  State  Society  continues  to  grow  under  the 
leadership  of  D.  C.  Artis.  They  have  outgrown  present  space 
and  are  now  in  process  of  erecting  additional  educational  room. 
The  present  Church  School  enrollment  is  over  100  and  the  mem- 
bership over  50.  ^ 

SECOND  CHURCH  (FARMVILLE)  —  This  is  the  second 
Negro  church  to  be  sponsored  by  the  State  Society.  In  its  first 
year  it  has  now  grown  to  a  membership  of  over  50  with  a 
thriving  Church  School.  Mr.  C.  L.  Parks  will  assume  full  leader- 
ship of  this  church  upon  his  retirement  as  Director  of  the  Golds- 
boro  Institute  this  summer. 


The  Secretary's  Work 

Ross  J.  Allen,  Executive  Secretary  reports  the  following 
activities  for  the  period  July  1,  1961  to  June  30,  1962.  Days  in 
office  192,  days  in  the  field  124,  churches  visited  105,  sermons 
delivered  46,  addresses  15.  A  total  of  25,930  miles  was  traveled 
during  the  year.  A  total  of  3,555  personal  letters  were  written, 
82,500  copies  of  the  North  Carolina  Christian  were  published 
and  mailed,  525  office  conferences  were  held  and  236  field  con- 
ferences, 10  ministers  were  installed,  2  ministers  were  ordained, 
assisted  in  dedication  of  three  church  buildings.  Attended  6 
District 'Conventions,  48  general  state  meetings  and  8  national 
and  area  meetings.  20  conferences  were  held  with  Pulpit  Com- 
mittees, 6  Outreach  Goal  visits  were  made.  Taught  one  night 
during  each  week  during  the  school  year  at  Goldsboro  Minister's 
Training  Institute.  Two  Stewardship  Rallies  were  held. 

January  1st,  1963  marks  the  beginning  of  11  years  of  fellow- 
ship and  service  with  the  churches  of  North  Carolina.  The  past 
10  years  have  been  a  rich  and  rewarding  experience,  we  believe 
the  churches  have  shown  marked  growth  over  this  decade  of 
their  history.  We  are  grateful  for  the  loyal  support,  the  fine 
fellowship  and  the  spirit  of  unity  and  cooperation  that  has  en- 
riched our  relationships. 

We  believe  that  the  future  holds  the  key  to  even  greater 
possibilities  of  advancement  for  the  Disciples  in  North  Carolina. 
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Camp  Caroline 

Camp  Caroline  continues  to  be  used  extensively  during  the 
summer  months,  beginning  in  June  and  running  through  into 
September,  with  Junior,  Chi  Rho  Camps  and  Conference  pro- 
grams and  also  the  annual  C.  M.  F.  Retreat  and  the  Retreat 
of  the  Ministers.  Our  Fifth  State  Wide  Planning  Conference 
was  held  at  Camp  Caroline  during  the  year.  In  addition  to  the 
above  many  of  our  local  churches  used  the  camp  ground  for 
planning  and  other  conferences  during  the  year. 

A  total  of  $3,416  was  received  in  the  Camp  Caroline  Fund 
during  the  year,  this  was  used  for  improvements  and  mainten- 
ance of  the  camp  and  also  for  the  purchasing  of  new  equipment 
so  that  the  camp  might  be  more  useful  to  our  youth  and  adults 
in  a  State-wide  program.  Mr.  Carlyle  Brinson  of  Arapahoe  con- 
tinues to  serve  as  camp  custodian  and  is  to  be  highly  commended 
for  the  splended  way  in  which  he  has  maintained  the  camp. 

New  State  Office  Building 

On  July  16th,  1961,  the  New  State  Office  building  for  the 
North  Carolina  Christian  Churches  was  dedicated  at  a  cost  of 
$25,800,  plus  furnishings  of  $1,500  or  a  total  of  $27,300.  A  loan 
of  $20,000  was  secured  from  Atlantic  Christian  College  perma- 
nent funds  to  finance  this  project.  A  special  request  was  made 
to  the  churches  for  contributions  to  underwrite  and  to  retire 
this  loan.  During  the  year  $3,523  was  received  toward  this  fund. 

As  of  today,  the  loan  has  been  reduced  to  $16,400. 

We  feel  that  the  new  office  has  been  a  real  asset  to  the 
work  of  our  churches  in  the  state.  It  has  had  heavy  usage 
through  conferences  and  in  the  general  office  work  required  in 
the  program  for  our  churches.  Those  who  have  visited  it  have 
been  loud  in  their  praises  for  what  it  does  mean  to  our  work.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  churches  will  respond  generously  in  retiring  the 
debt  as  quickly  as  possible. 

Negro  Disciples 

Negro  Disciples  in  North  Carolina  comprise  some  15,000 
members  in  150  churches.  The  coastal  area  work  is  centered 
at  the  Goldsboro  Institute  under  the  direction  of  C.  L.  Parks.  A 
splendid  auditorium  and  educational  building  has  been  provided 
there  which  serves  as  a  center  for  Institutes,  Youth  Conferences, 
and  other  gatherings  of  the  Negro  Disciples.  A  Training  School 
for  Negro  Ministers  is  now  in  its  fifth  year.  Interest  and  at- 
tendance is  good,  this  is  a  most  promising  project.  Your  State 
Secretary,  Mr.  Pieratt  and  Rev.  Alvin  B.  Amos  of  Goldsboro 
are  teaching  one  night  per  week  in  this  school.  This  is  in  addition 
to  three  Negro  instructors. 
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Funds  from  the  State  Society  have  been  appropriated  for 
the  support  of  the  Goldsboro  Institute  and  also  for  the  new 
training  school  for  ministers.  In  addition  to  this  ministerial 
support  has  been  given  to  one  Negro  pastor  and  funds  from  the 
New  Church  Program  have  assisted  in  the  purchasing  of  one 
Negro  Church  building  and  also  a  building  site  for  another. 

In  the  western  section  of  the  state,  the  State  Society  joins 
with  three  neighboring  states  and  the  United  Christian  Mission- 
ary Society  in  the  support  of  W.  H.  Brown  as  an  evangelist  for 
the  Tri-State  Piedmont  Convention. 

The  State  Staff  has  assisted  in  counseling  and  with  ma- 
terials and  guidance  for  Negro  pastors  and  laymen  throughout 
the  year. 

Department  of  Church  Development 
Wilbur  Wallace,  Director 

The  Director  of  Church  Development,  during  the  fiscal  year 
July  1,  1962— June  30.  1963,  spent  187  days  in  the  office  and 
159  days  in  the  field.  He  visited  146  churches,  attended  11  dis- 
trict conventions,  13  district  C.  M.  F.  meetings,  20  state  meet- 
ings, and  4  national  meetings.  He  delivered  33  sermons  and  39 
addresses;  conducted  2  funerals  and  one  wedding.  He  had  76 
field  conferences  and  112  office  conferences,  and  traveled 
17,843  miles  by  car,  besides  several  thousand  miles  with  other 
persons  and  other  means  of  travel. 

As  director  of  Men's  Work,  he  directed  two  State  C.  M.  F. 
Retreats,  at  Camp  Caroline  and  at  Christmount,  with  approxi- 
mately 200  men  in  attendance.  He  made  arrangements  for  the 
State  C.  M.  F.  Banquet  at  the  State  Convention  and  with  the 
State  C.  M.  F.  president,  attended  the  National  C.  M.  F.  Commis- 
sion Meeting  at  Norman,  Oklahoma.  An  outstanding  event  of 
the  current  fiscal  year  is  the  state  C.  M.  F.  project,  "Operation — 
Every  Pulpit  Filled,"  in  which  33  churches  with  part-time 
preaching  are  participating.  Approximately  100  laymen  vol- 
unteered to  fill  the  pulpits  of  these  churches  on  the  Sundays 
when  their  minister  would  not  be  present,  during  the  six  weeks 
period  leading  up  to  and  including  Easter  Sunday. 

Your  Director  of  Church  Development  has  served  on  the 
Evangelism  Committee  of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of 
Churches,  and  on  the  Committee  which  organized  and  directed 
the  first  Audio- Visual  Seminar,  sponsored  jointly  by  the  State 
and  National  Council  of  Churches  to  be  held  in  the  nation. 

He  directed  a  Chi  Rho  Camp  at  Camp  Caroline  and  has 
taught  frequently  in  the  School  for  ministers  at  the  Goldsboro 
Institute.  He  visited  many  churches  to  present  the  World  Out- 
reach Goals  and  organized  and  directed  a  state-wide  series  of 
Stewardship  Rallies. 
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He  is  still  in  the  process  of  trying  to  visit  every  church  in 
the  state,  with  only  a  few  remaining  churches  unvisited. 


Department  of  Christian  Education 

Charles  E.  Pieratt,  Director 

The  Brotherhood's  Decade  of  Decision  Objective  for  Chris- 
tian Education  is,  'To  teach  Jesus  Christ  to  all  persons  so  that 
they,  confronted  with  the  issues  of  this  decade  may  be  impelled 
and  enabled  to  make  decisions  in  light  of  the  gospel."  In  order 
that  the  churches  may  show  evidence  of  this  the  following  in- 
formation relates  to  the  work  shared  by  the  Director  and  the 
State  Christian  Education  Committee  during  1962. 

Much  credit  and  appreciation  goes  to  Mr.  Bernard  C.  Meece, 
your  former  State  Director  of  Christian  Education,  for  the 
planning  and  promoting  of  many  of  the  activities  of  this  depart- 
ment. Mr.  Meece  served  as  your  director  through  April  of  1962. 
Your  present  Director  assumed  his  duties  as  of  June  1,  1962. 
During  June  I  served  as  business  manager  of  the  C.  Y.  F.  Con- 
ference at  Camp  Caroline  and  visited  Christmount  Assembly 
Groufids  and  participated  in  the  camp  and  conference  program.

The  State  C.Y.F.  Planning  Commission  met  for  two  days, 
during  August,  on  the  campus  of  Atlantic  Christian  College. 
The  District  and  State  Officers  shared  in  evaluating  and  plan- 
ning for  the  work  of  this  group  for  the  coming  year.  This  group 
set  their  Christian  World  Friendship  Goal  of  $4,800  to  be  given 
during  the  following  year.  Last  year's  giving  to  C.W.F.F.  was 
$4,335.76. 

Following  the  Commission  the  Annual  State  C.Y.F.  Con- 
vention met  on  ACC's  campus.  There  were  324  in  attendance. 

In  1959  the  C.  Y.  F.  made  provision  for  the  sharing  in  a 
state  scholarship  Fund  project.  During  a  three  year  period 
$2500  was  to  be  given.  This  fund  to  be  used  in  granting  one 
$250.00  scholarship  a  year  for  the  next  ten  years  to  a  young 
person  entering  the  field  of  Christian  vocation.  This  sum  was 
not  reached  at  the  end  of  the  three  year  period  and  time  has 
been  extended  in  order  that  the  full  amount  may  be  reached.  The 
first  scholarship  has  been  given  to  John  Brett,  a  student  at  At- 
lantic Christian  College. 

Through  the  development  of  the  camp  and  conference  sum- 
mer program  our  youth  are  given  opportunity  of  becoming  in- 
formed and  prepared  for  leadership  in  our  churches  and  com- 
munity. Camp  Caroline  and  Christmount  Assembly  Grounds  af- 
ford excellent  opportunity  for  training  and  development  of  our 
youth  for  a  more  efficient  and  dedicated  Christian  life. 

Many  of  our  churches  are  now  participating  in  the  Christian 
Disciple  Series,  the  new  adult  curriculum  provided  by  our  broth- 
erhood. Many  have  held  or  are  planning  Leadership  Training 
Schools.  It  is  in  this  field  of  leadership  education  and  the  in- 
terest of  our  college  students  that  the  committee  feels  we  need 
to  become  more  concerned  in  serving  our  churches. 

It  is  a  real  joy  and  inspiration  to  be  serving  as  a  member 
of  state  staff.  I  want  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  for  the 
cooperation  and  interest  being  shown  as  we  work  together  in 
building  God's  Kingdom.  It  is  through  this  concern  and  com- 
mitment on  the  part  of  all  that  we  are  able  to  fulfill  our  task.

It  is  noted  from  Exhibit  "A"  that  at  June  30,  1962,  current 
operating  liabilities  amounted  to  $12,063.47,  representing  an  increase 
of  $1,760.33  over  similar  liabilities  at  the  end  of  the  prior  year. 
Such  increase  in  liabilities  must  receive  consideration  in  the 
interpretation  of  operations  for  the  current  year. 

In  connection  with  our  examination  we  confirmed  savings 
account  balances  by  communication  with  the  depositories  and  reconciled 
cash  on  deposit  with  the  balance  reflected  in  the  bank  statement. 
Recorded  receipts  were  traced  to  bank  deposits.    All  disbursements 
from  the  Treasurer's  account  were  made  by  checks  under  disbursement 
requisitions  approved  by  the  Executive  Secretary  or  as  otherwise 
authorized.    Liabilities  were  determined  by  examination  of  invoice 
files  and  subsequent  disbursement  records.    We  made  other  tests  of 
the  accounting  records  as  we  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

In  our  opinion  the  accompanying  financial  statements 
present  fairly  the  financial  position  of  the  Society  at  June  30,  1962, 
and  together  with  the  above  comments,  properly  reflect  the  results 
of  operations  for  the  year  then  ended.

This 
was  received  from  Churches  in  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina 
and  Georgia.  Contributions  by  states  were  as  follows:  North 
Carolina  $45,715.25 ;  South  Carolina,  $353.91 ;  Georgia,  $2,096.10. 
Church  contributions  represented  five  percent  (5/^  )  of  the  total 
operating  budget. 

In  January,  1963,  the  Board  of  Trustees  launched  the  At- 
lantic Christian  College  Development  Campaign.  This  campaign 
is  the  first  phase  of  a  long-range  15-year  development  program 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The  minimum  goal  for  the 
first  phase  is  $750,000.  Actually  $1  million  is  needed  to  meet 
urgent  requirements. 

New  buildings  to  be  erected  or  financed  during  the  first 
phase  are:  music  classroom  building;  art  classroom  building 
physical  education  plant.  In  addition,  $75,000  of  the  campaign 
funds  will  be  earmarked  for  increasing  faculty  salaries  during 
the  five-year  period  of  the  first  phase. 

The  campaign  began  in  Wilson  and  is  now  carried  into 
the  state  through  seven  regional  districts.  Parents  of  students, 
alumni  and  members  of  Christian  Churches  in  each  area  will 
have  opportunity  to  participate. 

The  College  faces  momentous  challenges.  They  will  be  met 
as  our  churches  and  church  members  show  the  way  by  their 
interest,  their  giving  and  their  prayers.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


National  Benevolent  Association 
Report  to  the  Churches 

The  yardstick  which  Jesus  applied  to  one's  religion  was: 
"Inasmuch  as  ye  did  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these"  My  breth- 
ren, ye  did  it  unto  Me". 

No  concern  of  the  church  more  completely  expresses  the 
spirit  of  Christ  than  the  program  of  Benevolence,  which  is 
carried  on  for  our  churches  through  our  National  Benevolent 
Association. 

People  are  the  business  of  the  NBA.  Wherever  Christ  went 
He  met  need  with  an  outpouring  of  His  love  and  healing  power. 
This  is  our  business  too.  He  served  the  sick,  the  aged,  the  little 
children.  His  business  was  to  set  up  the  church  of  the  Kingdom 
of  God,  commissioned  to  minister  to  people.  That  is  our  business 
too. 

For  the  year  ending  June  30,  1962,  907  children  and  63 
mothers  were  served  by  the  7  NBA  Homes  for  children,  and  900 
elderly  men  and  women  were  served  in  the  11  NBA  Homes  for 
the  aging,  making  a  total  of  1870  in  the  NBA  Family  Circle. 
123  children  were  in  foster  homes,  and  23  elsewhere  under  NBA 
supervision.  208  children  applied,  who  could  not  be  received, 
but  who  were  referred  to  other  agencies  for  care. 

During  the  year  which  closed  June  30,  1962,  the  churches 
of  the  Brotherhood  contributed  $1,007,260.39  for  the  support  of 
the  NBA  and  its  19  Homes,  a  little  less  than  one  third  of  the 
necessary  expenditures  of  $3,881,670.56.  The  Commission  of 
Budgets  and  Promotional  Relationships  of  the  International 
Convention  approved  an  NBA  allocation  for  the  current  year, 
1962-63,  from  the  churches,  the  sum  of  $1,464,802.00.  In  order 
to  reach  this,  the  churches  must  greatly  increase  their  support 
over  last  year.  The  churches  of  North  Carolina  for  the  year 
1961-62,  contributed  $23,079.00  for  support  of  Benevolence. 
This  was  an  increase  of  $1,995.09. 

Beginning  July  1,  1963,  The  National  Benevolent  Associa- 
tion will  be  affiliated  with  National  Unified  Promotion.  If  all 
agencies  of  the  state  receive  their  full  allocation  for  the  new 
year,  then  the  support  heretofore  given  NBA  must  be  added  to 
the  support  of  Unified  Promotion.  Until  July  1,  1963  all  offer- 
ings for  Benevolence  must  be  sent  to  one  of  the  Homes  or  to 
the  NBA.

The  Year  in  Review 

The  churches  of  North  Carolina  continue  to  gain  in  their 
giving  for  Outreach  through  Unified  Promotion.  During  the  year 
1962-63  a  total  of  $169,639  was  given.  This  was  a  gain  of  $6,607 
over  1961-62  or  4%.  Although  not  reaching  our  total  goal  for 
Unified  Promotion,  this  does  represent  a  steady  and  consistent 
growth  in  giving  on  the  part  of  our  churches. 

Receipts  for  the  Program  of  Advance  amounted  to  $14,638 
of  which  $2,927  was  sent  to  the  United  Society  for  new  church 
work  at  home  and  abroad.  In  North  Carolina  during  the  year 
1962-63,  the  following  churches  were  assisted  from  this  fund: 
Westview-Wilson  $5,000  and  Second-Farmville  $6,946. 

The  Program  of  Advance  continues  to  challenge  our  churches 
to  an  adequate  vision  of  enlargement  in  a  growing  North  Caro- 
lina. 

The  churches  of  North  Carolina  continue  to  improve  their 
buildings  with  new  sanctuaries,  better  educational  equipment  and 
homes  for  their  ministers. 

During  the  year  new  structures  were  erected  at  Westview- 
Wilson,  Wilmington,  New  Hope,  Washington,  Macedonia-Wilson. 
A  new  parsonage  was  erected  at  Grimesland. 

New  buildings  are  either  under  construction  or  planned  for 
Asheville-First,  St.  Paul's-Raleigh,  Eastway-Charlotte,  High 
Point  and  Stokesdale. 

Report  of  New  and  Mission  Churches 

FAYETTEVILLE—David  Darnell  has  been  pastor  since 
August  15th,  1962.  Since  his  coming  the  church  has  continued  to 
grow  and  to  hold  forth  a  very  promising  future.  The  church 
membership  is  now  131. 

SMITHFIELD— The  Smithfield  Church  under  the  leadership 
of  John  R.  Browning  since  June  1st,  1962,  has  been  showing 
splendid  growth.  The  attendance  already  threatens  to  fill  their 
new  building  to  capacity.  The  membership  now  stands  at  90. 

JACKSONVILLE — The  Jacksonville  congregation  moved  into 
their  new  buildings  on  June  10th,  1962.  Mr.  Dennis  Smith  has 
been  minister  since  April  1st,  1963. 


Glowing  accounts  are  heard  concerning  the  number  of 
additions  and  the  attendance  which  has  taken  place  under  his 
leadership. 

The  membership  of  the  Jacksonville  Church  now  stands  at 

169. 

MOREHEAD  CITY— Mr.  H.  C.  Hilliard,  Sr.,  has  resigned 
as  pastor  and  moved  to  West  Virginia.  Mr.  Zeph  N.  Deshields 
has  accepted  a  call  to>  this  church. 

This  church  has  suffered  from  the  removal  of  a  number  of 
its  members  to  other  communities.  The  membership  now  stands 
at  65. 

HIGH  POINT  (CENTRAL)— Mr.  Stamey  Teachey  has  served 
as  pastor  of  the  High  Point  Church  for  some  seven  years. 

They  are  rapidly  pushing  forward  in  their  plans  for  con- 
struction of  a  new  building.  The  membership  of  this  church  is 
now  reported  as  142. 

SUNSET  HILLS,  RALEIGH— Mr.  C.  Linwood  Coleman  re- 
signed as  pastor  to  accept  work  in  Virginia. 

Mr.  Preston  Parsons  served  as  ad  interim  pastor  until  the 
calling  of  Mr.  Frank  Wibiral  of  Engelhard  as  pastor  on  Novem- 
ber 17th,  1963.  The  church  is  moving  forward  under  his  leader- 
ship. 

The  membership  is  now  113. 

WAYSIDE,  LINCOLNTON— Mr.  Billy  Thomas  of  Charlotte 
has  been  serving  this  church  since  the  death  of  Mr.  E.  B.  Quick. 
The  membership  is  now  78. 

NORTHWEST,  KINSTON— Billy  R.  Bennett  has  resigned  as 
pastor  in  order  to  continue  seminary  work.  They  are  seeking 
new  leadership.  The  membership  is  now  307. 

HOOKER  MEMORIAL,  GREENVILLE— Mr.  Tom  Money 
has  given  fine  leadership  to  this  church  since  its  beginning  in 
1957.  They  report  17  additions  during  the  year,  with  a  total  mem- 
bership of  204. 

BETHANY  (ASHEVILLE)— This  congregation  continues  to 
carry  on  under  the  leadership  of  laymen  and  has  been  slowly 
increasing  in  attendance  and  membership.  Plans  are  now  under 
way  for  a  new  pastor  which  it  is  hoped  can  be  located  on  the 
field  before  the  summer  months.  There  were  three  additions 
during  the  year  with  a  membership  now  of  22. 

ST.  PAUL'S  (RALEIGH)— St.  Paul's  Church  now  has  under 
construction  the  first  units  of  their  new  building.  Dr.  R.  Fred 
West  is  the  minister.  They  report  12  new  members  during  the 
year  and  a  membership  of  204. 
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WESTVIEW  (WILSON)— This  new  congregation  has  com- 
pleted the  first  two  units  of  their  buiFding  and  are  showing  a 
steady  growth.  During  the  year  they  reported  22  new  members 
and  now  have  a  membership  of  130.  H.  C.  Hilliard,  Jr.,  has  been 
their  minister  since  organization. 

EASTWAY  (CHARLOTTE)— Arthur  W.  Lilley  was  called  to 
this  pastorate  August  1,  1963  following  the  tragic  death  of  David 
Blackwood. 

The  church  is  reporting  steady  progress,  their  first  two  units 
are  now  under  construction.  They  have  111  members. 

MACEDONL\  (WILSON)— This  new  Negro  congregation 
sponsored  by  the  State  Society  continues  to  grow  under  the 
leadership  of  D.  C.  Art  is.  They  out  grew  their  building  and  have 
erected  additional  education  room.  The  present  Church  School 
enrollment  is  over  102  and  the  membership  is  71. 

SECOND  CHURCH  (FARMVILLE)— This  is  the  second 
Negro  church  to  be  sponsored  by  the  State  Society.  In  its  first 
year  it  has  now  grown  to  a  membership  of  over  51  with  a  thriving 
Church  School.  Mr.  C.  L.  Parks  assumed  full  leadership  of  this 
church  upon  his  retirement  as  Director  of  the  Goldsboro  Institute 
this  summer. 


THE  SECRETARY'S  WORK 

Ross  J.  Allen,  Executive  Secretary  reports  the  following 
activities  for  the  period  July  1,  1962  to  June  30,  1963.  Days  in 
office  164,  days  in  field  143,  churches  visited  126,  sermons  de- 
livered 52,  addresses  33.  A  total  of  31,369  miles  was  traveled 
during  the  year.  A  total  of  3,425  personal  letters  were  written, 
79,200  copies  of  the  North  Carolina  Christian  were  published  and 
mailed,  450  office  conferences  were  held  and  294  field  confer- 
ences, 9  ministers  were  installed,  5  ministers  were  ordained.  At- 
tended 53  general  state  meeting  and  8  national  and  area  meet- 
ings. 13  conferences  were  held  with  Pulpit  Committees.  Taught 
one  night  during  each  week  during  the  school  year  at  Goldsboro 
Minister's  Training  Institute.  Three  Stewardship  Rallies  were 
held. 

January  1st,  1964  marks  the  beginning  of  12  years  of  fellow- 
ship and  service  with  the  churches  of  North  Carolina.  The  past 
11  years  have  been  a  rich  and  rewarding  experience,  we  believe 
the  churches  have  shown  marked  growth  over  this  decade  of 
their  history.  We  are  grateful  for  the  loyal  support,  the  rme 
felowship  and  the  spirit  of  unity  and  cooperation  that  has  en- 
riched our  relationships. 

We  believe  that  the  future  holds  the  key  to  even  greater 
possibilities  of  advancement  for  the  Disciples  in  North  Carolina. 
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CAMP  CAROLINE 

Camp  Caroline  continues  to  be  used  extensively  during  the 
summer  months,  beginning  in  June  and  running  through  into 
September,  with  Junior,  Chi  Rho  Camps  and  Conference  pro- 
grams and  also  the  annual  C.M.F.  Retreat  and  the  retreat  of  the 
Ministers.  Our  Sixth  State  Wide  Planning  Conference  was  held 
at  Camp  Caroline  during  the  year.  In  addition  to  the  above  many 
of  our  local  churches  used  the  camp  ground  for  planning  and 
other  conferences  during  the  year. 

A  total  of  $2,819  was  received  in  the  Camp  Caroline  Fund 
during  the  year,  this  was  used  for  improvements  and  mainte^ 
nance  of  the  camp  and  also  for  the  purchasing  of  new  equipment 
so  that  the  camp  might  be  more  useful  to  our  youth  and  adults 
in  a  State- wide  program.  Mr.  Carlyle  Brinson  of  Arapahoe  con- 
tinues to  serve  as  camp  custodian  and  is  to  be  highly  commended 
for  the  splendid  way  in  which  he  has  maintained  the  camp. 

NEW  STATE  OFFICE  BUILDING 

On  July  16th,  1962,  the  New  State  Office  building  for  the 
North  Carolina  Christian  churches  was  dedicated  at  a  cost  of 
$25,800,  plus  furnishings  of  $1,500  or  a  total  of  $27,300.  A  loan  of 
$20,000  was  secured  from.  Atlantic  Christiaui  College  permanent 
funds  to  finance  this  project.  A  special  request  was  made  to  the 
churches  for  contributions  to  underwrite  and  to  retire  this  loan. 
During  the  year  $3,604  was  received  toward  this  fund. 

As  of  today,  the  loan  has  been  reduced  to  $11,860. 

We  feel  that  the  new  office  has  been  a  real  asset  to  the 
work  of  our  churches  in  the  state.  It  has  had  heavy  usage  through 
conferences  and  in  the  general  office  work  required  in  the  pro- 
gram for  our  churches.  Those  who  have  visited  it  have  been 
loud  in  their  praises  for  what  it  does  mean  to  our  work.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  churches  will  respond  generously  in  retiring  the 
debt  as  quickly  as  possible. 

NEGRO  DISCIPLES 

Negro  Disciples  in  North  Carolina  comprise  some  15,000 
members  in  150  churches.  The  coastal  area  work  is  centered  at 
the  Goldsboro  Institute.  Upon  the  retirement  of  C.  L.  Parks  as 
Director,  Claude  Walker  of  Memphis,  Tenn.,  has  been  called  as 
the  new  leader  of  this  work.  A  splendid  auditorium  and  educa- 
tional building  has  been  provided  there  Which  serves  as  a  center 
for  Institutes.  Youth  Conferences,  and  other  gatherings  of  the 
Negro  Disciples.  A  Training  School  for  Negro  Ministers  is  now 
in  its  fifth  year.  Interest  and  attendance  is  good,  this  is  a  most 
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promising  project.  Your  State  Secretary,  Mr.  Pieratt,  and  Rev. 
Alvin  B.  Amos  of  Goldsboro  are  teaching  one  night  per  week  in 
this  school.  This  is  in  addition  to  three  Negro  instructors. 

Funds  from  the  State  Society  have  been  appropriated  for 
the  support  of  the  Goldsboro  Institute  and  also  for  the  new 
training  school  for  ministers.  In  addition  to  this  ministerial  sup- 
port has  been  given  to  two  Negro  pastors  and  funds  from  the 
New  Church  Program  have  assisted  in  the  purchasing  of  one 
Negro  Church  building  and  also  a  building  site  for  another. 

The  State  Staff  has  assisted  in  counseling  and  with  materials 
and  guidance  for  Negro  pastors  and  laymen  throughout  the  year. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

Charles  E.  Pieratt,  Director 

The  following  statistics  relate  to  the  personal  contacts  made 
by  your  Director  of  Christian  Education  for  the  July  1,  1962  to 
June  30,  1963  year,  in  serving  the  Christian  Churches  of  North 
Carolina.  Days  in  office  134;  days  in  field  205;  churches  visited 
62;  sermons  delivered  12;  addresses  18.  A  total  of  28,770  miles 
was  traveled  during  the  year.  A  total  of  3,210  letter  and  cards 
were  mailed,  138  office  conferences  were  held  and  162  field 
conferences.  Attended  18  District  Conventions  and  District  Youth 
meetings.  Taught  15  nights  in  the  Goldsboro  Minister's  Insti- 
tute. Worker  in  4  Leadership  Training  Schools  and  served  as 
Business  Manager  for  12  camps  and  conferences.  Attended  2 
National  meetings,  1  Interdenominational  meetings  and  attend- 
ed 6  Interdenominational  special  committee  meetings.

Our  attendance  in  World  Fellowship  Youth  Meets  was 
considerably  less  than  1962. 

The  Annual  State  C.  Y.  F.  Commission  was  held  on  the 
campus  of  Atlantic  Christian  College.  Each  of  the  six  districts 
were  represented  by  their  district  officers  and  adult  advisors. 
A  total  attendance  of  67.  Emphasis  was  placed  on  district 
C.  Y.  F.  program. 

In  August  the  Annual  C.  Y.  F.  Convention  with  an  attend- 
ance of  527  met  on  A.  C.  Campus.  The  theme  "Call  to  Choose" 
was  emphasized  with  the  use  of  a  text  "Christians  Face  the 
World"  and  a  keynote  speaker. 
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This  convention  still  holds  a  most  meaningful  place  in  the 
life  of  our  state  C.  Y.  F.  Program. 

Members  of  the  State  Christian  Education  Committee  were 
assigned  special  responsibilities  in  the  various  age  levels  of  our 
church  school.  We  now  have  a  state  Chairman  of  Children's 
Work,  Chi  Rho  Work,  C.  Y.  F.  Work;  a  Disciple  Student  Fellow- 
ship and  adult  work.  Districts  are  being  encouraged  to  appoint 
district  chairman  in  each  of  these  departments  and  through  the 
leadership  of  the  state  chairman  plan  and  develop  their  pro- 
gram in  the  districts  and  local  churches. 

Your  director  has  visited  many  of  our  smaller  churches 
and  has  had  the  opportunity  of  sharing  with  them  how  to  use 
our  Brotherhood  material.  Many  are  now  using  the  Uniform 
Lessons  and  Bethany  Graded  Series.  Many  are  using  the  new 
adult  material,  The  Christian  Disciple  Series. 

EHiring  the  year  many  Junior  Fellowships  were  started. 
These  groups  are  meeting  on  Sunday  afternoon  or  Sunday  night 
along  with  the  Chi  Rho  and  C.  Y.  F.  groups. 

Those  endeavoring  to  fulfill  the  mission  of  this  department 
look  with  pride  to  each  of  you  as  we  are  priviliged  to  work  to- 
gether for  a  greater  teaching  ministry  in  our  churches. 

At  the  State  Commission  the  young  people  voted  to  con- 
tinue giving  to  the  C.  Y.  F.  Scholarship  Fund.  This  fund  was 
created  in  1959  by  our  youth  and  a  $250.00  scholarship  is  given 
each  year  to  some  worthy  student  entering  Christian  vocation 
training.  This  fund  is  separate  from  their  giving  to  CWFF. 

The  youth  goal  for  World  Outreach  sent  to  Uniform  Promo- 
tion for  1962-*63  was  $4,800.  The  total  giving  to  this  fund  through 
Christian  World  Friendship  Fund  (CWFF)  was  $5,229.97. 

We  began  the  new  camp  and  conference  curriculum  in  our 
summer  program.  The  Chi  Rho's  use  the  text  "Inheritor  of  the 
World".  The  C.  Y.  F.  studied  'The  Great  Belonging". 

During  January  the  State  C.  Y.  F.  Executive  Committee 
were  host  to  the  Fellowship  of  the  Committed  Retreat.  Thirty- 
four  prospective  fulltime  Christian  workers  attended  this  meet- 
ing held  at  First  Christian  Church,  Wilson. 

Workshops  for  adult  workers  with  youth  were  held  in  a 
number  of  our  youth  district  meetings. 

We  had  an  attendance  of  14  at  the  North  Carolina  Ecumeni- 
cal Youth  Assembly,  Guilford  College,  Guilford.  This  was  spon- 
sored by  the  youth  department  of  the  North  Carolina  Council 
of  Churches. 

Your  director  prepares  a  full  page  in  each  issue  of  the 
North  Carolina  Christian.  The  work  of  this  department  is  made 
available  through  news  items  and  program  announcements  to 
its  many  thousand  of  readers. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  CHURCH  DEVELOPMENT 

Wilbur  Wallace,  Director 

The  Director  of  Church  Development,  during  the  fiscal  year, 
July  1,  1962- June  30,  1963,  spent  180  days  in  the  office  and  144 
days  in  the  field.  He  visited  156  churches,  attended  13  district 
conventions;  15  district  C.  M.  F.  meetings;  three  national  meet- 
ings, and  numerous  state  meetings.  He  preached  44  sermons, 
delivered  50  addresses,  and  conducted  3  funerals.  He  conducted 
four  installation  services,  organized  two  new  C.  M.  F.  groups, 
and  shared  in  three  Ground-Breaking  Ceremonies.  He  travelled 
21,343  miles  by  car,  besides  several  thousand  miles  with  other 
persons  and  by  other  means  of  transportation.  He  had  93  con- 
ferences and  154  office  conferences. 

As  State  Director  of  Men's  Work,  he  directed  two  State 
C.  M.  F.  Retreats,  at  Camp  Caroline  and  at  Christmount,  with 
more  than  200  men  in  attendance.  He  made  arrangements  for 
the  State  C.  M.  F.  Banquet  at  the  State  Convention,  and,  with 
the  State  C.  M.  F.  president,  attended  the  National  C.  M.  F.. 
Commission  Meeting  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri.  He  worked  with 
the  State  C.  M.  F.  Committee  in  promoting  the  State  C.  M.  F. 
project,  "Operation — Every  Pulpit  Filled,"  in  which  33  churches 
having  part-time  preaching  were  supplied  with  laymen  spesikers 
during  the  six  weeks  period  prior  to  and  including  Easter  Sun- 
day. 

Working  with  the  Evangelism  Committee  he  helped  to  co- 
ordinate the  State- wide  Evangelism  program,  "Operation  Good 
News  in  North  Carolina,"  in  which  27  churches  participated. 

He  has  served  on  the  Evangelism  Committee  of  the  North 
Carolina  Council  of  Churches,  and  on  the  committee  which  or- 
ganized and  directed  the  first  Audio-Visual  Seminar  sponsored 
jointly  by  the  State  and  National  Council  of  Churches  to  be  held 
in  the  nation. 

He  taught  frequently  in  the  Goldsboro  Ministers'  Training 
Institute  and  in  the  Disciples  Ministers'  Institute  of  the  Washing- 
ton-Norfolk District  (Negro). 

All  of  this  has  been  possible  because  of  the  fine  cooperation 
of  Christian  people  across  the  state  and  because  of  the  support 
and  encouragement  of  the  State  Board  and  State  Staff.

Liabilities  were  deter- 
mined by  examination  of  invoice  files  and  subsequent  disburse- 
ment records.

REPORT  TO 'THE  CHURCHES 

The  custom  of  neighbor  helping  neighbor,  which  prevailed 
in  the  simpler  days  of  America,  can  no  longer  meet  the  needs  of 
the  dependent  children  and  the  aging  in  our  complicated  and 
complex  society.  That  is  where  the  Church  steps  in  through  the 
National  Benevolent  Association  of  the  Christian  Churches 
(Disciples  of  Christ),  the  Benevolent  arm  of  the  Church.  The 
object  of  the  NBA  is  to  provide  for  the  physical,  moral,  intel- 
lectual, and  spiritual  needs  of  those  who  seek  and  need  its  pro- 
tection and  aid. 

The  NBA  has  8  Homes  for  Children,  and  11  Homes  for  the 
Aging.  For  the  year  1962-63  the  NBA  served  795  children  and 
72  mothers,  and  994  aging  Guests.  260  children  could  not  be 
accepted,  but  were  referred  to  other  agencies.  1272  other  in- 
quiries were  made  by  the  aging,  and  likewise  referred  to  other 
agencies.  Of  the  994  aging,  122  were  past  90  years  of  age.  For 
1962-63  the  churches  contributed  $1,074,749.00,  which  was  about 
40%  of  the  necessary  income  for  operation. 

July  1,  1963  the  NBA  became  a  member  of  Unfied  Promo- 
tion. Churches  must  add  to  their  usual  support  of  Unified  Pro- 
motion the  additional  amount  ordinarily  given  to  the  NBA.  NBA 
has  been  allocated  $1,234,000.00  by  Unified  Promotion  for  the 
year  1963-64.  In  addition  to  this  the  NBA  is  asking  the  churches 
to  contribute  $300,000.00  for  capital  (building  needs).  Currently 
the  capital  offerings  given  by  the  churches  of  the  southeast  area 
are  allocated  to  the  Southern  Christian  Home  for  its  relocation. 

During  1962-63  the  Florida  Christian  Home  served  101  aging 
Guests.  18  of  them  are  past  90  years  of  age.  24  others  made  in- 
quiries of  the  Home,  but  for  various  reasons  could  not  be  served. 

The  Southern  Christian  Home  served  69  children,  2  were 
under  foster  care,  and  1  elsewhere  under  SCH  care,  during  the 
year  1962-63.  The  Southern  Christian  Home  has  purchased,  from 
Atlanta  First  Church,  approximately  12  acres  of  the  Candler 
Estate  on  Briarcliffe  Road,  and  will  make  plans  to  erect  the 
necessary  buildings  as  soon  as  possible.  The  estimated  cost  of 
the  buildings  is  $650,000.00.  The  sale  of  the  present  property,  with 
the  cash  on  hand,  is  anticipated  to  be  approximately  $300,000.00. 
This  will  mean  it  will  be  necessary  for  individuals  and  founda- 
tions (we  hope)  to  give  large  sums,  in  addition  to  the  funds 
derived  from  the  capital  offerings  made  by  the  local  churches 
through  the  Unified  Promotion,  "freely  ye  have  received,  freely 
give.'*

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ANNUAL  REPORT 
ATLANTIC  CHRISTIAN  COLLEGE 

September  1,  1962-August  31,  1963 


Enrollment  during  the  1962-63  fall  term  stood  at  1,297.* 
In  keeping  with  trends  which  have  been  in  evidence  for  several 
years,  the  distribution  of  students  during  the  year  saw  a  some- 
what heavier  concentration  from  northern  states  and  the 
Virginia-Washington,  D.  C.  area.  North  Carolina  students  com- 
prised 92%  of  the  total  enrollment.  Twenty-nine  denominations 
were  represented  in  the  student  body.  Male  students  comprised 
55%  of  the  total  while  female  students  accounted  for  45%  of  the 
total. 

Seventy-three  persons  were  engaged  in  teaching  during  the 
course  of  the  academic  year.  Equating  part-time  teachers  on  a 
full-time  basis  the  total  teaching  staff  stood  at  56  1/5.  The  ratio 
of  faculty  to  students  was  1  to  20.7%. 

During  the  year,  the  College's  Development  Program  for 
the  first  phase  of  the  15  year  long-range  program  was  initiated. 
The  campaign  resulted  in  a  securing  of  pledges  and  cash  in  the 
amount  of  $706,000  toward  a  goal  of  $75,000.  At  the  time  this  re- 
port was  written  the  total  has  increased  to  $717,717.31. 
*  Enrollment  for  the  fall  term  of  1963-64  stood  at  an  all-time 
high  of  1,325.

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IN  1890,  just  seven  years  after 
the  Board  of  Church  Extension 
came  into  being,  the  first  loan 
to  a  North  Carolina  Church  was 
granted— $250.00  to  the  church  in 
Williamston.
